ADVICE on rehabilitating old school 
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PRIVATE ARCHITECTURAL PRACTICE 


|* 1957 and 1958, at the request of the Ad Hoc Committee, surveys of 

private architectural practice were carried out by the RIBA. One of the 
most encouraging provisional conclusions arrived at (as recorded in an article 
in the April issue of the RIBA Journal) was that the architectural profession 
as a whole is probably handling between 60 and 70 per cent of the country’s 
new building work, an unexpectedly high figure. A second article on the 
subject, published in June, of a more statistical nature than the first, while 
making no very startling revelations provides a good deal of interesting 
information about such matters as the number of practices of different sizes 
in each of the twelve regions into which Great Britain is divided by the 
Ministry of Works, the volume of building work certified by private architects 
in each region and the average value of work certified a head of architectural 
staff, and the value and proportion of different kinds of building work certified 
by private architects for public and private clients respectively. 

Ihe article raises rather more questions than it answers. kor example, it 
is far from clear why the average value of work certified a head of architectural 
staff should vary so considerably in the different regions (i.e., £30,000 in 
London and Middlesex, from £32,000 to £34,000 in the Eastern, Midland, 
North Western and Northern Regions, and £22,000 in the South Western 
Region), though possible explanations of the differences are offered; for 
example, regional variations in the sizes of practices, and the ratio of qualified 
to unqualified staff. The further statistical probe which is contemplated may 
clear up this point. 

Chief interest and encouragement for the private practitioner will be found 
in the figures of work certified for public authorities and private clients. 
Private architects were responsible for just over one-fifth of the new building 
work done for public authorities in the three years 1955-57, an annual average 
of £116 million out of an estimated total of £552 million. Housing offered 
the biggest share of work, averaging £53 million a year or 46 per cent of the 
total, followed by educational buildings, which averaged £33 million a year 
or 29 per cent of the total. Health and other public buildings made up the 
remainder. On average the work certified by private architects was split 
between public and private clients in the ratio of 30 per cent public to 70 pet 
cent private. 

Of the new building work carried out for private owners and developers in 
the three years 1955-7, private architects were responsible for the design and 
supervision of about 44 per cent, an annual average of £268 million out of 
an estimated total of £608 million. Commercial building was the most 
important category, accounting for over £100 million or 40 per cent of the 
total, followed by industrial building at £86 million or 32 per cent, with housing 
in third place at £57 million or 21 per cent of the total. Small amounts of 
educational, health and farm buildings made up the remainder. 

A very high proportion of private commercial building was designed and 
certified by private architects, the latest figures suggesting that the proportion 
may be nearer 90 per cent than the 77 per cent quoted in the earlier article. 
The amount of work escaping the architect in this field appears to be between 
£10 million and £30 million a year. 

A much wider field for the expansion of the activities of private architects 
is obviously to be found in private industrial building (in which they were 
responsible for only 38 per cent of the total in the three years under review), 
and in housing. The article concludes by asking what needs to be done to 
bring a bigger share of industrial building the way of the private architect. 
‘Is it publicity directed specifically at the industrialist to show him the benefits 
to be gained by using an architect ? Or is it greater specialisation on the part 
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of the architect to give him a closer understanding of the needs of industry in 


terms of the latest manufacturing techniques ? ’ 


Probably both. As to the

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THE HOSPITAL BUILDING PROGRAMME 


Organisation of the MoH New Chief Architect’s Department 


ELDOM can an architect have found 
himself face to face with a task with 
such great opportunities as are involved 
in the new hospital building programme, 
in a field of architecture that is still almost 
unexplored in this country, as Mr. W. E.

Until 
Mr. Tatton Brown’s appointment, the 
Ministries of Health and Housing and 
Local Government had to share Housing's 
Chief Architect's Department. It is 
therefore perhaps not surprising to find 
that, as a spokesman of the British Medi- 
cal Association pointed out recently, not 
one new general hospital has yet been 
completed in Great Britain since the 
National Health Service came into being, 
although it is only fair to say that several 
are nearing completion. 

Nevertheless, as Mr. Tatton Brown 
explained in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of The Builder, the Govern- 
ment’s new hospital building programme, 
announced in 1955 and now getting well 
under way, should soon lead to a great 
improvement in the rate of new building. 
A few figures will show the size of the 
programme. Until 1951 the highest 
annual expenditure was about £8.5m., but 
last year the Government allocated £20m.; 
this year they have allocated £22m. and 
next year the figure is £25.5m. The 
increase in these allocations, as Mr. 
Walker-Smith, the Minister of Health, 
stated in Parliament recently, is being 
devoted mainly to the centrally financed 
programme of major schemes which now 
includes more than 120 large projects in 
course of construction or planning, each 
costing over £250,000. 

In the short time that he has been at 
the Ministry, Mr. Tatton Brown has 
attended the Eleventh Cc ‘gress of the 
International Hospital Con.*rence, held 
in Edinburgh in June, and also the 
Regional Hospital Boards’ Conference, 
held in Northern Ireland. These two con- 
ferences served to emphasise both the 
great complexity of the modern hospital 
and the tremendous scope open to the 
architect in making his contribution to 
obtaining value for money in the building 
of the new hospitals. Mr. Tatton Brown’s 
own field of responsibility extends to the 
15 Regional Hospital Boards in England 
and Wales, but not to other parts of the 
United Kingdom. 

Mr. Tatton Brown cited, as an example 
of how the architect can assist the econo- 
mical running of a hospital, the applica- 
tion of time and motion study to the sup- 
ply of essential information to the doctor 
concerning the patients he visits on his 
hospital rounds. In clder- hospitals it 
would not be impossible for a student 
nurse to have to walk 500 yards in each 
direction, or over half a mile in all, to 
fetch a patient’s files, and make other 
journeys too, all in respect of information 
concerning a single patient. It was now 
worth while in some cases to provide a 


hospital building with a set of pneumatic 
tubes along which not only documents 
can be sent but also small packets of 
drugs and bottles of medicine in suitable 
containers. The savings in work, time 
and salaries are obvious.

Another aspect of hospital design, 
which helps to make it such an interesting 
architectural study, is the wide variety in 
the type of buildings and structures 
required. In addition to the provision of 
wards, extensive catering facilities are 
needed, nurses have to be housed, large 
numbers of laboratories are needed, opera- 
ting theatres, lecture rooms and facilities 
for teaching, swimming baths for hydro- 
therapy, gymnasia, and so on, all have 
to be provided. A modern hospital is 
indeed, said Mr. Tatton Brown, ‘also a 
hotel—a great big Grosvenor House,’ 
In addition, as part of the needs 
of occupational therapy, a small work- 
shop might be provided where the patients 
could learn or re-learn manual skills as 
part of their treatment; this has already 
been tried in some cases with extremely 
beneficial results to the patients con- 
cerned. 

Although only indirectly relevant to the 
subject, Mr. Tatton Brown mentioned an 
important side-effect of the building pro- 
gramme—despite the general need for 
more nurses, staff are easier to get in ade- 
quate numbers for new hospitals. 

Referring to architectural work at the 
Ministry of Health, Mr. Tatton Brown 
said that the number of architects in the 
development group was to be increased 
from three to nine, and new architectural 
staff was about to be recruited for the 
purpose. The quantity surveying staff was 
also to be increased. At the Ministry, 
architects did not work in isolation from 
the medical profession, but in close col- 
laboration with doctors whose whole time 
was devoted to working out the require- 
ments in the rapidly changing pattern of 
modern medicine. The Ministry also had 
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its own fuil time mechanical and electri- 
cal engineers and laundry specialists and 
other qualified staff at work on the new 
projects. The Regional Hospital Boards 
were also expanding, and would require 
additional architectural staff and here, he 
Suggested, the greatest opportunities 
would be open to those who come in on 
the ground floor. 


Finally, Mr. Tatton Brown emphasised 
that the new hospital building programme 
would do much more than merely increase 
the present rate of building it would 
open up an entirely new field of architec- 
ture in this country. There was, he 
added, some most interesting development 
work to be done in hospital building, in 
directions in which the architect’s contri- 
bution was only just beginning to be 
known. 


SPACE STANDARDS FOR 
DWELLINGS 


‘Immediate and Substantial 
Improvement Needed’ 


IGGER houses and flats are the main 

recommendations made by the Town 
and Country Planning Association in its 
evidence to the special committee appointed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, to advise 
him on the standards of design and equip- 
ment of family dwellings. 

‘Floor space is the most precious com- 
modity in any dwelling,” says the Associa- 
tion, ‘and the highest priority should be 
given to securing an immediate and substan- 
tial improvement in floor space standards 
The space standards recommended in the 
Ministry's handbook “Houses 1953” are 
much too low in houses and very much too 
low in flats.”

One garage (or car space) per dwelling. 

Bigger kitchens to hold washers, spin 
driers, refrigerators, etc. 

More use of central heating. 

More fitted cupboards in bedrooms. 

More generous circulation space in hall 
and passages. 

More space for storage and for odd 
jobs, hobbies, etc. 

Greater attention to 
gardens. 

Minimum back garden depth of 60 ft 

Minimum frontage width (two bedroom 
houses only) of 20 ft 

Minimum frontage

The evidence ends with these words: ‘It 
should become axiomatic that any four- 
person dwelling would have at least 900 sq. 
ft. and a five-person dwelling at least 1,050 
sq. ft. In fact, given a realistic view of the 
standards of comfort and convenience people 
should be able to enjoy and will rightly 
expect to obtain as real incomes rise, the 
recommended minimum space provision 
could well be higher. Houses and flats built 
to last 60 to 100 years should not be out 
of date in 20.

HE problem was to design a new building adjoining 

the surviving wing of Holland House in a way that 
would allow the new and restored buildings to be used 
together as a 200-bed London Youth Hostel. 


The dormitory block linking with the old east wing 


The new buildings consist of four elements. There is a 
low two-storey dormitory block running along the north 
boundary ; an even lower one-storey and flat-roofed 
block (combining dining room and kitchens) placed at right 
angles to the dormitory block and so arranged that the 
public using Holland Walk and the inner footpath can see 
over its roof to the facade of the east wing ; a five-storey 
dormitory and communal block, placed among high trees 
at the south-east corner ; a low entrance block shielding 
the service yard and projecting into a shrubbery 


The dormitory block to the north, the yard walls to the 
east, and the entrance block and the retaining wall around 
the sunk court (which continues to form a plinth to the tall 
block) are all built of 2 in. red bricks to match the restored 
east wing. The tall block at right angles to the east wing, 
where it rises above plinth level. is faced in stucco. The 
structural frame is expressed by the panel treatment which 
echoes the pilaster and brick pattern of the east wing, and it 
is painted in two tones of greyish green. The penthouse is 


black. 


The two-storey block is of traditional load-bearing con- 
struction on strip footings with external cavity walls 
having an inner skin of lightweight concrete blocks. The 
north wall at lower level is a solid brick retaining wall with 
asphalt tanking. The north side is buttressed at high level 
and pre-stressed roof beams span from these buttresses 
to tie back the south wall which is cut vertically by the 
windows.

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slabs on light latticed steel trusses supported 
by exposed steel stanchions at the perimeter 
and by a central spine brick wall. The tall 
block has a reinforced concrete frame and 
floors with cavity brick panels. The pent- 
house is steel framed. 


The entrance block has a composite 
structure of brick walls, RC columns, floor 
and roof. This block and the garden walls 
are built on short bored pile foundations 
to avoid disturbing the roots of the sur- 
rounding trees. 


Services and internal finishes are gen- 
erally of a very simple and economical 
standard. Heating is by an oil-fired boiler, 
the fuel being supplied through a long feed 
pipe so that tankers do not have to enter 
the park. 


The entire structure of the old wing of 
Holland House was found to be in a very 
decayed and unstable condition, due partly 
to inadequate shallow foundations on clay 
and partly to war damage and later neglect. 
The restoration works, which have been 
carried out with the guidance of the 
Historic Buildings Section of the LCC 
Architect’s Department, have stabilised the 
two long walls by rebuilding the two ends 
on new foundations and by tying them back 
to two strong-points in the form of the 
rebuilt tower and the secondary stair en- 
closure. It was also necessary to rebuild 
the gables and re-roof the entire structure. 


Most of the interior had to be gutted 
to remove defective wood and the new 
plan bears little relationship to the original 
layout. It has however been possible to 
preserve the ground floor south room in its 
original form with a plaster vaulted ceiling. 


The old gravelled entrance courtyard, 
round which the new buildings are grouped, 
has been paved and turfed, and at the base 
of the east wing an artificial canal has been 
formed to reflect its facade and to provide 
a sparkle of light in an area otherwise 
largely in shade. The low level of the 
courtyard eliminates the need for any- 
thing but the simplest protective railing 
round the area and elsewhere the buildings 
are sited to form their own barrier. 


The east half of the site is heavily wooded 
but by careful siting only a few trees have 
had to be cut down, and many new trees 
and shrubs have been planted by the LCC 
Parks Division.

Small House Design Competition 


FTER two hours intensive viewing of 

some hundred or two of the 1,523 
designs to be seen at the Small House 
Design Exhibition at the Building Centre 
(open daily from 9.30 am. to 6 p.m. 
until September 26), | came away having 
decided that when they were good they 
were really quite good, but when they 
were bad they were horrid. 

The competition—which revealed the 
astcnishing fact that over fifteen hundred 
qualified architects were prepared to 
spend time in planning small houses for 
unspecified clients, either in the hope of 
modest reward or in a spirit of benefi- 
cence to the cause of domestic architec- 
ture—was promoted jointly by _ the 
RIBA and ‘Ideal Home’ magazine, 
who are to be congratulated on the 
success Of their inspiration in sponsoring 
it. 

Thirty winning designs have been 
chosen by the three sturdy assessors who 
apparently managed to come through 
the ordeal of their task in sufficiently 
good heart and mind as to make the 
very fair selection of awards which is on 
view. These designs, which now become 
available to the general public in book 
form, stand a very good chance of 
becoming a standard guide to good 
domestic architecture in small suburban 
homes, and it is an excellent thing that 
such a sound work of reference should 
be on the market. The working draw- 
ings (which can be purchased for the 
modest sum of £15 for any one design) 
seem a very good bargain by any stan- 
dards, and a would-be house owner 
should think his money well spent in 
buying a design which has been judged 
good by three eminent architects. 

It was hardly to be expected that any- 
thing new or spectacular would come 
out of a competition where there was 
no problem to solve, and I would say 
generally of the best entries that there 
is much of quality but little of startling 
originality. Size and cost were the only 
limitations placed on the competitors and 
the rest was a free-for-all. 

Most of the thirty winners played safe, 
as was to be expected, although there 
were * or two brave strivings after 
novelty and a fair number of variations 
on old themes. Living room, dining 
space, kitchen, bath, and two or three 
bedrooms do not really lend themselves 
to ad infinitum planning, and I paused 
in front of more than one winning 
design thinking I had been there before. 

However, it is interesting to note the 
present trends of thought at this level 
of domestic planning and to observe the 
latest solutions of perennial problems. 
Dining rooms are definitely out and the 
kitchen has become once more a unit 
on its own, but with probably a hatch 
sneaking its way into something which 
is vaguely known as a dining space. No 
one knows quite what to do with this 
space or where to have it: sometimes

it is part of the hall, or it may be tucked 
away at the end of a living room. It 
is recognisable on drawings by a table 
(or ledge) and chairs (or stools). 

The living room is equally uncertain 
of itself, not knowing whether to plump 
for comfort or view. The open fireplace 
is still a feature of the hearth-and-home 
school of planning, but electric floor 
heating is gaining in popularity and 
seems likely to prove a fashionable rival 
to the log fire. I would say that many 
of the designs will have little popularity 
in Tottenham Court Road for free wall 
space is nil and it must be generally 
assumed that furniture has to be put in 
front of windows or cut down to the 
very minimum required to accommodate 
the human form in repose. 


Dining-rooms Out ? 


Whereas dining rooms are out, patios 
are definitely in, and with another 
summer like this I would say they are 
due for quite a boom. Prospective pur- 
chasers of working-drawing sets would do 
well, however, to look carefully before 
they buy with an eye to cost, as some of 
the plans which appear spacious out of 
quite small floor areas rely. on patios and 
outdoor space for their effects, and 
whereas building areas may be small, the 
site area required might not prove an 
economic proposition. 

In this tight planning there is naturally 
no room for an entrance hall, although an 
attempt to provide one has been made in 
one winning bungalow where I counted 
six doors (or was it seven?) all leading 
to various rooms. Some of the best and 
most workable plans resulted in rather 
dull architecture, and conversely some of 
the best architecture produced very dodgy 
planning. 

Bedrooms were generally 
Two-bedroom houses 


orthodox 
always the easiest 
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to plan—-seemed to be in the majority 
In some plans it is necessary to go through 
the living room to reach the bedrooms 
from the front door, which I thought 
showed a keen sense of house control. 
One plan has two bedrooms shown as a 
future extension in the roof—sort of do- 
it-yourself idea as the family grows, and 
not a bad one at that 


The American car-port is much in 
evidence with a lid and no sides so that 
the car when at home is always on view, 
and in fact, one plan shows a dining 
room looking directly on to the car. Most 
of the enclosed garages are far too 
narrow, but the fact remains that every 
house has a garage and every garage has 
a drive and every drive comes out onto 
the road. No one seemed to wish to 
introduce the idea of communal garaging. 


Semi-detached houses are happily miss- 
ing and terraces are once more in vogue. 
If the competition has done no more than 
kill the suburban ‘ semi,’ fifteen hundred 
architects have earned a nation’s blessing. 
| heard a murmur that speculative 
builders are falling for the three-storey 
terraces of which there are a number of 
good examples on display. They have 
much to commend them. Garage and 
entrance hall, with kitchen or bedroom 
on the ground floor, living room on the 
first floor and so on, but this time we have 
no basements. 


A sure best-seller out of the thirty 
designs on offer will be GRENFELI 
BAINES’ two-storey detached house. This 
is planning worked out to the last degree 
of competence and the finished product is 
orthodoxy at its best. For the more 
ambitious owner there is a rather charm- 
ing detached bungalow with double- 
feature patio back and front designed by 
K. G. West. This is an attractive and 
enterprising design, although I rather 
suspect that some poor builder may find 
himself in trouble with the roof. I liked 
the practical single-storey house of J. M. 
AUSTIN-SMITH with its cedar-board front 
and careful planning, and I believe some 
of these are already being built. JAMES 
WATSON’S two-storey house with alterna-

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tive plans for interchangeable arrange- 
ments of ground and first floor seems a 
workable proposition for a_ terraced 
development and I hope some of these 
will appeal to speculative builders. In 
this house, as in others, the competitor 
has decided that a separate laundry earns 
its place in the plan—another tendency, 
I would say, revealed by the competition 

One competitor, Davip OLIVER, has 
earned three awards and these with com- 
paratively indifferent drawings, but he 
earns his place with three very pleasant 
and workable plans, one an open plan 
bungalow, and the other two houses of 
two storeys. His elevations are simple and 
unobtrusive to the point of dullness, but 
I would say that all three plans might 
prove popular. 

I liked the schemes which gave alterna- 
tive planning arrangements for one or two 
floors, for in this type of in vacuo plan- 
ning, flexibility must be the keynote to 
success. Some of the schemes could 
obviously not succeed without appro- 
priate orientation and this must always 
be a limitation to the possibilities of 
designing for unspecified sites and un- 
named clients. 

The drawings themselves — varied 
enormously in quality of draughtsman- 
ship and presentation, from the child’s 
own elevation which I saw in the cast-ofl 
section to some very competent and work- 
manlike drawings to be found amongst 
the winners, although even in this depart- 
ment some of the entries left much to be 
desired. The drawing of trees in parti- 
cular seems a hazardous branch of their 
art for many otherwise competent archi- 
tects, and I formed the opinion that some 
can draw trees and some can draw houses. 


Working Drawings ‘ Thorough’ 


The working drawings which were on 
display were very complete and thorough 
and should give the builders all they need 
if they can untangle them. Never was so 
much packed on to one sheet. Electric 
light points with lines radiating to 
switches; hatched-in walls and pavements, 
bits of detail in magnified circles; all 
looking very like a spider's web. On 
behalf of all simple minds like mine, may 
1 once again plead for simpler drawings, 
even if it means one or two more ol 
them? 

| was glad to hear that builders who 
buy the drawings are to be asked to con- 
form to the specification laid down by 
the National House-Builders Registration 
Council and to supply the owners with 
the Council's certificate. This provides 
the assurance of a minimum standard of 
construction and inspection by the Coun- 
cil’s representative during erection. 

As I waded knee-deep in the sea of 
ideas which had flooded the third floor of 
the Building Centre, | wondered what all 
this effort had achieved. The President of 
the RIBA in his foreword to the book 
in which the winning designs are pub- 
lished speaks of them as * pace-setters ° 
and the description may be apt. More 
than that, however, is the impressive fact 
that fifteen hundred architects have given 
time to designing small houses for Mr 
Everybody instead of dreaming up town 
halls and skyscrapers. Thirty architects 
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2-bedroom bungalow planned to avoid the ‘small look’. (770 sq. ft.)

(or thereabouts) have produced good 
designs and working drawings for small 
houses for a modest reward, and these 
arc available to all and sundry at a fee 
within everyone's reach. Itis to be hoped 
that this gesture made by architects in an 
attempt to encourage better standards of 
design in domestic architecture will not be 
in vain The drawings (which can be 
bought for £15) must result in better 
houses than would have been built with 
out them, but they do not take the place 
of a full architectural service. It is a com 
promise which the profession has been 
prepared to make, and it is now the specu 
lative builders’ turn to co-operate by turn- 
ing to architects for their full services on 
layout and general schemes of develop 
ment It would be sad indeed if the 
book of plans were merely exploited by 
developers who used it as a book of 
samples for housing estates destined to be 
la'd out like a patchwork quilt

AN AMERICAN 
RESEARCH HOUSE 


MAKING USE OF NEW 
MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT 


TINHE National Association of Home Builders’ Research 
Institute of the USA was founded to assist the home build- 
ing industry to produce better homes. One of its most 
important objectives is to accelerate progress by stimulating 
the development of new materials and equipment that will 
help the builder to construct a better house at lower cost. 

In July, 1955, after careful study, the Institute prepared 
performance specifications for more than twenty items of 
materials and equipment that would improve the house or 
lower its cost, or both. Progressive manufacturers were 
invited to make these items for inclusion in a research house, 
which was erected by Messrs. Clarke, Cushing and Raleigh 
Daniel. A well-produced booklet giving a summary report on 
the whole project has now been published by the NAHB, 
Washington, DC (price $2.00). 

The design of the house was intended to represent a good, 
simple and functional plan that could be sold in to-day’s 
market. Component construction was selected for the struc- 
tural system because it can provide economies, design flexi- 
bility, quality and dimensional control and reduce on-site 
labour. It can also be easily adapted by either the small or 
the large scale builder.

Modular dimensioning was used to achieve economies and 
simplify construction. The house is of the 3-bedroom, 2-bath 
type.. with living room, family room and kitchen, liberal closet 
space, and outdoor storage and workroom space at one end 
of the double garage. The locations of the washer-dryer unit 
and the heating and air-conditioning unit made it possible to 
eliminate the utility room. 

lo achieve site and space economies, a deep, nearly square 
house plan was selected. The depth of the house was governed 
by the maximum economical plan for a low-pitch roof. A 
special king-post, giue-nailed truss was developed that would 
span 32 ft. 8 in. this truss is patterned after the University 
of Illinois Small Homes Council truss, but uses a phenolic 
resin glue instead of a casein glue. Although the casein glue 
is considered to be satisfactory, the phenolic resin glue was 
used to duplicate precisely the trusses tested by Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratory for this house. This long-span truss allows 
greater space to be enclosed per unit of wall area and reduces 
heating and cooling operating costs. It also provides for more 
flexibility in the plan. 

The original plan called for a poured grade beam designed 
on the basis of the wall load and the bearing capacity of the

soil. A poured concrete beam 6 in. by 15 in. with two 4-in. rods, top and bottom, 
would have been more than adequate to carry the structure and provide safe 
bearing capacity, but the local building code prevented the use of this system. 
The Research Institute were required to use a 16-in. spread footing with the 
bottom 26 in. below grade with concrete block foundation walls. The builders 
estimated that the grade beam would have saved $175 on the cost of the house. 

The 4 ft. by 8 ft. exterior wall panels were fabricated with a 2 in. X 4 in. 
base plate and three 2 in. X 4 in. studs with } in. preformed tempered 
Masonite batten board for a single layer combination siding and sheathing. 
The board is nailed with silicon bronze siding nails, spaced about 2 in. on 
centre along the base plate and 10 in. on centre along the studs. The 48 in. by 
96 in. Masonite panel extends beyond the top of the studs about 3 in. and 
below the base plate about 2} in. The exterior walls were erected in 24 
hours by three carpenters and two labourers. 

The inside face of the exterior walls in the living and family rooms are 
covered with ‘ drywall’ panels fabricated by the Bestwall Gypsum Company. 
They are 2 ft. by 8 ft. made by laminating two layers of ? in. gypsum board 
and adding a 6 in. backer strip at each vertical edge. This provides a tongue 
and groove joint. The face layer of gypsum board has a chamfered edge, 
which when the panels are butted to each other provides a vertical groove 
2 ft. on centre. After the first panel has been nailed into place, succeeding 
panels require only three nails each. The panels are surfaced with * Mylor’ 
film laminated to decorative paper and factory-applied. 

The interior wall system, supplied by the Masonite Corporation, consists 
of panels of hollow core stressed skin construction with vertical chases for 
wiring. The panels are faced with 4 in. tempered hardboard and used in | ft. 
and 2 ft. widths by 8 ft. high and 2 in. thick, in conjunction with 2 in. posts 
of various types and set between a top and bottom runner of } in. by 2 in. 
plywood. Windows are ‘ Modular frame’ awning type, designed and manu- 
factured by Place and Co. They fit on 16 in. or 24 in. centred studs and 
are screwed onto the outside face of the studs. The house has an experimental 
heating and air-conditioning unit developed by the Frigidaire Division of General 
Motors.

HE design of these offices, both 

externally and internally, is simple but 
dignified building and enhances rather 
than detracts from the more elaborate 
facades of the neighbouring structures in 
this section of George-street. 

The concrete foundations extend down 
to solid rock for a depth of 23 ft. below 
George-street, and during the course of 
construction it was necessary to tunnel 
under Frederick-street to obtain connec- 
tions to the corporation sewers towards the 
west side of that thoroughfare. Recessed 
back and partially obscured by a parapet 
above the fourth floor level, there is a 
further floor planned as a_pent-house, 
surrounded by a flat roof laid with tiles and 
thus capable of being utilised as a small 
roof garden. The outer walls of the 
building are faced with Blaxter stone from 
Northumberland, and at street level are 
combined with Swedish granite. These 
surfaces have been treated with a colourless 
‘silicone’ liquid which acts as a water, 
soot and smoke repellant. 

A special type of ceiling heating known 
as the Frenger system, of Swedish origin, 
has been installed in the Sun Insurance 
Company’s public office on the ground 
floor, and both here and throughout the 
remainder of the premises the central 
heating is fed with oil fuel. To achieve a 
pleasant working environment, and to 
reduce maintenance expenditure to the 
minimum, certain walls, notably at the 
main entrance and staircase, have been 
slabbed with Broughton Moor green slate 
from Coniston, Lancashire, or Hadene 
Stone quarried in Derbyshire. Other wall 
surfaces have been treated with special 
ceramic tiles manufactured in Belgium. 
The principal office floors have been laid 
with ironwood block flooring, and other 
offices with teak, French oak, agba, 
Japanese oak and crown elm. 

The building is provided with a self- 
operating passenger lift, an artificial venti- 
lation system and a departmental inter- 
communication telephone system.

Grants for Better Homes 


A BOOKLET dealing with improve- 
ment grants for private owners of 
old houses has been published by HM 
Stationery Office (price Is, 6d.). 

It tells house-owners how they can now 
claim grants, as a right, of up to £155 
towards the cost of improving houses 
which lack certain, standard amenities, 
such as a bath, wc, or hot water system. 
Examples are given, illustrated by plans, 
showing ways of improving houses with 
the aid of this new standard grant. The 
booklet also describes the even more 
generous grants, of up to £400, which are 
available for bringing houses up to a 
higher standard. Payment of these grants 
is at the discretion of the local council. 

In a foreword to the booklet, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Henry Brooke, writes: ‘ This 
dual grant system offers valuable help and 
a great opportunity to owners to bring 
their property up to twentieth-century 
standards. Every owner whose house 
needs modernising and is worth modern- 
ising should go for a grant.’

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of September 10, 1859 


BOARDS OF GUARDIANS AND THE STRIKE. 
—The effect of the strike begins to tell 
seriously upon many of the workmen, 
particularly on those who have families 
of children. Many have been driven to 
seek parish relief, which has been gener- 
ally refused. Amongst many painful 
cases, it may be mentioned that a work- 
man with a large family had a child sick, 
and was obliged to call in the aid of the 
parish surgeon of the district: the child 
was sinking under the disorder, and 
required nourishment which the father, 
who had been locked out, could not sup- 
ply. On sending to the workhouse and 
presenting his order, this relief—the sup- 
ply of which was a matter of life and 
death—was refused in consequence of the 
strike. This seems a hard regulation, par- 
ticularly to those who are out of work 
against their will. 





EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
XC.—Clients 


T is not very easy for an architect to 

write about his clients. It really should 
be the other way around, but so far I have 
never found any clients who write about 
their architects—although I have met 
many who have quite a lot to say about 
them. 

I sometimes wish I could experience the 
feelings of a client when he meets his 
architect for the first time, whether it be 
in his office, his home or on the site. 
What does the client really expect and 
what does he think after his first en- 
counter? 

There are three broad categories of 
client: the individual client who wants a 
small house, factory or shop; the business 
firm or other independent organisation, 
working through chairmen and commit- 
tees: and the official bodies who have to 
pursue policies laid down by elected 
councils or governments and are highly 
sensitive to criticism from official oppo- 
sition. 

All have one thing in common: they 
are very tardy in telling you what they 
are prepared to spend on their building 
project, and even when they do eventually 
and reluctantly commit themselves to a 
figure you can never be sure how real 
this is. I have known clients who have 
urged economy all the way until you have 
cheesepared to the limits of safety, only 
to find at the end of the job that they 
would have been much better pleased if 
you had given them something better at 
extra cost. 

This reluctance to divulge the true posi- 
tion On money is perhaps quite natural 
since I fear both architects and builders 
have a reputation for piling up extras, 
and I confess that I have some sympathy 
with the apprehensions of the client when 
he embarks on a building project for the 
first time in his life. 

In domestic work 1 have found that 
one of the best guides I can get to the 
sort of house a client really wants and 
how best to plan for him is to visit him 
in his own home and see how he lives, 
but I remember on one occasion when I 
made this suggestion to a new client at 
a first meeting in my office, he disap- 
peared from my life for ever more! 

The personal client expects perfection, 
but as a rule he is not prepared to pay the 
price for it, but to any architect who is 
lucky enough to have a client who is 
willing and able to buy perfection, I 
would say for heaven’s sake see that he 
gets it. The collective clients usually 
score the highest points for observing 
imperfections, but in the end I usually 
find that these cancel themselves out as 
most of the criticisms come from dis- 
gruntled members of the committee whose 
early suggestions have not been accepted. 

As all wise architects know, a training 
in client psychology is one of the most 
important subsidiary studies of the suc- 
cessful architect. It is not really a diffi- 
cult training provided one keeps in mind 
the elementary precept that the client 
must be made to feel he has conceived the 


whole thing, for after all he wouldn't 
thank you for telling him that he had 
virtually wasted those hours he had spent 
wrestling with squared paper. Even if 
he has left out the thickness of the walls 
and the staircase which he can’t draw but 
patronisingly assumes that you can, you 
must acknowledge the master mind just 
the same, and whatever documents you 
may destroy in the course of the work 
that piece of squared paper must be 
treasured to the last. 

At the end of a job clients reclassify 
themselves into different categories—only 
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two this time. satisfied and dissatisfied. 
A satisfied client is one who comes back 
to you in spite of all his complaints, and 
thank goodness there are many who do. 
A dissatisfied client is one who because 
of a puddle in the drive will not speak to 
you again; this is the smaller category, 
I am happy to say. 

I wish we could have a school for 
clients, as they are really the most lov- 
able people and we should be in an awful 
mess without them. I am afraid the 
responsibility for training clients is the 
architect’s, but it is a rewarding task and 
I know of nothing which gives me greater 
pleasure than a happy, working relation- 
ship with a client when a stage of mutual 
confidence has been reached and the 
squared paper has gone out of cour 
routines.

BUILDING RESEARCH 


Outstanding BRS Developments During 1958 


aA. support for the Building 
Research Station by the industries it 
serves is discussed in the Annual Report 
of the Building Research Board, pub- 
lished on September 7. 

While urging that industry should give 
more direct support to the station, the 
board emphasises the basic purpose of the 
station’s work—the advancement of build- 
ing technology for the benefit of the 
nation at large. This is the purpose that 
must guide the selection of research pro- 
jects, rather than the prospects of external 
financial support. The board also refers 
to the problem of securing the wider and 
more rapid application of the results of 
research. The station has commenced a 
study of what information reaches build- 
ing firms and of how it is used. The 
Report of the Director of Building 
Research, Dr. F. M. Lea, CBE, reviews 
the progress of work during 1958 in detail. 


Brick Production 

Large vertically - perforated bricks 
developed by the station are in pilot-scale 
production by one firm of brickmakers 
and some buildings are being erected with 
them. These bricks enable a single-leaf 
9 in. wall to be laid with a cavity effect, 
the mortar being spread in two separate 
strips. Rain resistance and thermal 
insulation are entirely adequate. 

Some 20 brickworks are now supplying 
bricks in packs of 50 for rapid handling 
by barrows and crane. A crane attach- 
ment has been developed which enables 
8 packs to be handled at a time, so that 
bricks can be transferred from a lorry 
to where they are wanted at rates of up 
to 8,500 bricks per hour. 

The Station is obtaining basic informa- 
tion on the importance to the designer of 
pile foundations, partly by studies of the 
behaviour of groups of model piles in 
the laboratory and partly under the aegis 
of the Committee on Piling of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers by full-scale tests 
in the field. The information should lead 
to methods of design which will lead to 
economy in future construction. 


Efficiency of Buildings 

Several research projects are concerned 
with the efficiency of buildings from the 
standpoint of the user. One of these is 
a study of permanent supplementary 
artificial lighting. Daylight from windows 
in external walls does not penetrate very 
far into a deep building, and some 
supplementary lighting may be required. 
It is common experience, however, that 
a mixture of artificial light and daylight 
can ‘feel’ very unsatisfactory. Methods 
of lighting that wili give a comfortable 
visual environment in these circumstances 
have been developed with the aid of 
models, and are now being applied in the 
design of technical college teaching 
laboratories, 

Another study is concerned with the 
relation of noise (which can be measured 
with instruments) to nuisance (which can 
be assessed only by the 


individual ' 


experiencing it). Effective noise control 
requires some measure of what levels and 
sorts of noises cause annoyance. The 
problem is difficult because noises may 
differ in loudness, pitch and intermittency, 
and people’s reactions vary according to 
past experience, current activity, health 
and mood. The best that can be hoped 
for is some way of assessing a majority 
reaction, and with this in view the Station 
is making measurements and enquiries in 
residential areas where there have been 
complaints about noise from local 
industries. 

The programming of work on building 
sites, as a means of reducing waste and 
increasing productivity, is now being 
widely adopted in the industry. A further 
problem now presents itself and is being 
studied by the station. Minor deviations 
from a programme inevitably occur. If 
not corrected in time, the whole pro- 
gramme may break down—and a system 
that breaks down may give the impression 
of being worse than no system at all. 
Methods of deciding on the appropriate 
course of corrective action are therefore 
being investigated. 

Factory Design 

A research project that draws on all the 
main divisions of the station’s work is one 
coucerned with the design of factories. 
This was begun two years ago, with finan- 
cial support arranged through the Mid- 
land Kegional Board for Industry. The 
work is already emerging in a series of 
publications, ‘ Factory Building Studies,’ 
dealing with various aspects of the sub- 
ject, such as multi-storey factory design, 
lighting, floors, loading, foundations, elec- 
trical installations and fire resistance. 

Increasingly structural designers are 
making use of the design rules for steel- 
framed construction that are being for- 
mulated as a result of the Station’s pro- 
gramme on research on composite action. 
Eccnonues are reported as a result of the 
adopiien of these rules. 

The station has been concerned in 
recent years to try to establish the value 
of silicone preparations on the one hand 
as preservatives for stonework and on the 
other as waterproofing agents for brick- 
work. So far, no evidence has come to 
light that encourages the belief that sili- 
cones will be any more effective than any 
other stone preserving agent. Indeed, in 
seme cases, application of silicones has 
hastened rather than delayed deteriora- 
tion. Caution is therefore urged in their 
use and it is suggested that small areas of 
stonework should be tried experimentally 
before large-scale application is made. On 
the other hand, silicones have been found 
to be useful for rain-proofing brickwork 
and a useful effect has been observed up 
to five years after the application of the 
solution. It should, however, be empha- 
sised that the use of waterproofing solu- 
tions is almost always a palliative and that 
nothing can replace correct initial design 
and the use of the right materials. The 
report is published for DSIR by HM Sta- 
tionery Office, price 5s. 6d. (postage 6d.). 


HOUSING APPEALS 


Minister Upholds Two Appellants 


THe MuInNisTER OF HousiNG has gone 
against the recommendation of the inspector 
who conducted the inquiry held at Twicken- 
ham in June when Mr. L. C. N. Bellingham 
appealed against the council's refusal to 
allow houses to be built on nursery land at 
Ringwood Nurseries, Uxbridge-road, Hamp- 
ton Hill. 

The inspector recommended that the 
appeal should be dismissed. In his report 
he said that although the proposed buildings 
on the site could be regarded as in-filling 
between existing houses and the cost of 
restoring the land to nursery use would be 
considerable, he was not satisfied that it 
would be right to build there. The land had 
been badly neglected, but its reclamation in 
years to come could not be ruled out. 

In announcing his decision, the Minister 
recalls that he refused an application in 
March 1955, for permission to build houses 
on the land because he considered it would 
have been detrimental to the interests of 
agriculture, In the present circumstances he 
considers that the dereliction of the land 
has created a new situation, The Minister 
of Agriculture no longer objected to the 
development and as the site is relatively 
small, nearly surrounded by development 
and not in the Green Belt, the Minister of 
Housing has decided that the proper course 
is to allow the appeal. 


‘Grounds of Personal Hardship’ 


THE Minister of Housing has over-ruled 
Kent County Council’s refusal to allow Mr. 
Roland Pertwee, author and playwright, to 
build a cedar bungalow on land adjoining 
his home at Sandhurst. Mr. Pertwee had 
appealed to the Minister by letter. 

In his reply, the Minister said he had noted 
that the Council refused permission because 
of the provisions in the development plan 
designed to preserve the character of rural 
areas, and he had accepted this policy in 
giving his approval to the plan. ‘On the 
other hand,’ continued the reply ‘ the Minis- 
ter is satisfied that full regard must be had 
to personal circumstances and he has 
decided that an exception can reasonably be 
made on the grounds of personal hardship 
which you have put forward.’ 

“We do not know what the grounds of 
hardship are,’ stated a spokesman for the 
Council.

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THE CONTROL OF NOISE 
IN FACTORY BUILDINGS 


A Paper to the Recent Factory Equipment Exhibition 


PEAKING in the ‘ Noise in Industry’ 
Conference heid at Earls Court, Lon- 
don, in conjunction with the Factory 
Equipment Exhibition, Mr, E. F. Stacey, 
Acoustics Section, Physics Division, 
Building Research Station, said that the 
behaviour of sound in buildings has been 
rather more fully investigated than quite 
a lot of the allied problems of noise, such 
as the noise propagation out of doors, 
the effect of screening by other buildings 
and so on. He continued : 

The distinction between insulation and 
absorption is very important indeed, and 
it is because there is such widespread 
confusion between the two functions that 
I do not hesitate now to draw attention 
to this really rather elementary matter. 
When sound waves impinge on a parti- 
tion, such as a wall or floor, some of the 
sound goes straight through and some of 
it is absorbed by heat transfer in the wall 
and some is reflected back into the room. 

Sound insulation is only concerned 
with the part which is transmitted right 
through, whereas sound absorption is con- 
cerned mainly with the part which is 
absorbed as heat. In other words, it is 
concerned really with the total amount 
which is not reflected. But as the part 
transmitted, except in the case of an open 
window, is very, very small compared 
with the part absorbed as heat or reflected, 
we are not really concerned with the 
transmission when we are dealing with 
sound absorption. 

As a rule most walls or partitions of any 
sort will have a sound insulation of, say, 
20 decibels as a minimum; that means only 
one per cent of the sound is transmitted. 
When we are dealing with sound reflection 
or absorption, we are concerned with much 
larger proportions of the sound. 

I would now like to consider briefly the 
main principles of sound insulation, the 
sound insulation of any barrier such as a 
wall or floor. i am only going to deal with 
the general principle of airborne sound 
insulation; that is to say, the insulation of 
a barrier and not with the insulation of 
structure-borne sound, 

The most_important factors governing the 
sound insulation design of this barrier are: 
first, weight; secondly, air tightness; ‘thirdly, 
uniformity; and lastly, double-leaf construc 
tion, or discontinuity. 

As regards weight, we can say that it is 
the background of sound insulation and it 
is probably its most important asset. The 
sound insulation of a single solid barrier 
can, in fact, be assessed more or less by its 
weight per square foot. 

On the question of uniformity, the insula- 
tion must be fairly constant over the whole 
of the partition or enclosure if you are going 
to achieve good insulation or the insulation 
you expect, because the weakest part of the 
insulation largely establishes the net insula- 
tion of the barrier as a whole. For 
example, a 9-inch brick wall will normally 
give 50 decibels of insulation. But if you 
have 30 per cent of that wall as window, 
which has an insulation when the windows 


are closed of, say, 25 decibels, then the net 
insulations of the wall as a whole will only 
be 30 decibels, so you have lost 20 decibels 
of your insulation value. Actual holes in 
the barrier, such as ventilation ducts or open 
windows, may have a very serious effect. 

The part of the structure which is likely 
to give the most difficulty as far as sound 
insulation is concerned is the roof, largely 
because this is very often a light-weight 
structure with large areas of single glazing 
which often has many ventilation openings 
in it. The net insulation of such a roof 
is unlikely to be more than, say, 20 decibels 
and it may be even less than that, but the 
fact that the radiating surface faces upwards 
will help to some extent. 

A concrete roof with just, perhaps, a few 
areas of weaker insulation will usually give 
sufficient enclosure of most factory noise. 

I want now to come on to the internal 
noise control inside the factory. This can 
be achieved by sound insulation methods or, 
alternatively, by sound absorption methods, 
or, of course, by both. Each method has its 
own particular advantages, 

Sound insulation, as you appreciate, means 
stopping the spread of noise by putting up 
barriers, and that, in effect, means compart- 
menting the factory. When it is practical 
it is a very good method of noise control, 
especially when the noisy and quiet areas are 
well defined. Provided the partition or the 
enclosure is complete you can get a con- 
siderable amount of noise reduction; at least 
20 decibels—the lightest partition will give 
you 20 decibels—and this noise reduction is, 
of course, quite abrupt. Once you set up a 
partition you immediately reduce the noise 
on the other side of the partition by 206 
decibels or more. 


Controlling Reverberation 


You can control this reverberant noise 
level by putting in extra absorbents inside 
the factory, and every time you double the 
total absorption in the room the noise level 
is reduced by 3 decibels. 

To be useful for general noise reduction 
the treatments need to be fairly efficient over 
quite a wide range of frequency and in 
particular over the middle and high frequen 
cies—the region where the ear is most sensi- 
tive, and also where speech interference is 
greatest. 

It is as well to remember that many of 
the acoustic treatments have also thermal 
insulating properties, and that may help to 
justify their cost. The actual efficiency for 
noise reduction of the normal sound 
absorbent treatments is usually judged by 
the noise reduction coefficient, which is 
simply the average of absorption at four 
frequencies from 250 up to 2,000: 250, 500, 
1,000 and 2,000, 

Just as a final word I would like to say 
that it is reasonable to expect that any 
architect or designer should have a reason- 
able working knowledge of noise control so 
as to be able to deal with ordinary routine 
problems, or, if necessary, to ask the right 
questions. 
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OLD SCHOOL. BUILDINGS 


Priorities for Remodelling Projects 


WN R. GEOFFREY LLOYD, Minister 
of Education, is speeding up the 
drive to improve old school buildings. In 
a circular to local education authorities 
Mr. Lloyd emphasises the Government’s 
intention to pursue’ vigorously the 
scheme outlined in the White Paper 
‘Secondary Education for All.’ 

Building allowances to authorities 
under the ‘minor works’ programme, 
recently increased, will enable a substan- 
tial start to be made on the task, and the 
Minister anticipates that remodelling pro- 
jects will become an increasingly large 
and important element of the annual 
major building programmes. The wide 
variety of existing buildings, especially in 
the range of accommodation they provide 
and in their physical condition, means 
that replanning schemes cannot be based 
on stock solutions. 

To save time, authorities are asked to 
settle priorities within their own areas and 
Start preparing schemes for the most 
urgent modelling projects in advance of 
their inclusion in a building programme. 

A memorandum is issued with the cir- 
cular. Part I attempts in a preliminary 
way to outline criteria for selecting the 
projects on which it will be worth incur- 
ring capital expenditure and for deciding 
what standards should be aimed at. It 
recognises that many thousands of 
schools fall below modern standards and 
that their shortcomings can be set right 
only by a long-term effort. Resources 
must therefore be concentrated where 
they will have a constructive and endur- 
ing effect. 

As a general rule, where the life of a 
school is expected to be less than ten 
years, remedial work should be confined 
to repairs and maintenance. If a school 
is likely to be retained in use for more 
than ten years before being replaced, a 
‘minor works’ project may be justified. 

There remains that large group of 
schools which must remain in use for as 
long as can be foreseen. Where such 
schools can be brought up to the stan- 
dards of the Building Regulation, this 
should be done, and the general aim 
should be to concentrate capital expendi- 
ture on projects of this kind. Full 
remodelling, even if the cost is substan- 
tial, will represent good value for money 
provided that it results in a school that 
is comparable in standard and amenity 
with a new one, and can continue in ser- 
vice for another generation at least. 

The memorandum warns of the danger 
of carrying out work in instalments, 
except in those cases of major rehabilita- 
tion schemes which for financial or other 
reasons call for phasing in two and even 
more main instalments. But an essential 
condition of the long-term phasing of 
remodelling projects is that the ultimate 
scheme must be drawn up at the outset. 

The memorandum is presented in three 
parts; Part II deals in detail with the 
issues raised in Part I and discusses the 
practical steps to be taken when handling 
particular remodelling projects. Part III 
contains notes on a remodelling of spaces.

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COST RESEARCH AND THE CHARTERED 
QUANTITY SURVEYOR

rPue opening phrase of the Objects of 
the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors is: “To secure the advancement 
and facilitate the acquisition of that 
knowledge which constitutes the profes- 
sion of a surveyor.” ‘To secure the 
advancement’ are the words to which 
attention must be drawn, since the 
advancement of knowledge can only be 
assured by research. From its very 
foundation, therefore, on June 15, 1868, 
the RICS has not only undertaken to 
carry out research but has placed it at 
the very forefront of its aims. 

With such a clear direction trom the 
founders of the Institution it may at first 
sight be surprising that it was not until 
May, 1955, that Chartered Quantity Sur- 
veyors set out to organise and direct 
research by the formation of the Cost 
Research Panel. To assume, however, 
that such an observation contains some 
hint of criticism would be to ignore the 
climate of opinion, both national and 
professional, during the last century. 

As a nation we have always believed 
in the ‘ inevitability of gradualness’ and 
that any change must be brought about 
slowly and with the minimum possible 
disruption to our recognised way of life. 
We have maintained an ill-concealed mis- 
trust of longhaired scholarship, theoreti- 
cians and statisticians and have preferred 
to conduct our affairs on the basis of past 
experience, rule-of-thumb and intuition. 
Gradualness and empiricism have been 
our guiding stars. Guided by these twin 
stars we have been able to move only as 
fast as fatetul events or undirected experi- 
ence have permitted and empiricism must 
necessarily slow down the rate of progress 
because it demands the completion of a 
large and time consuming sample before 
results can be accepted as valid. 

But if any doubts had been raised about 
the propriety of such an outlook our fore- 
fathers would have quickly quelled the 
most fractious dissenter by pointing to 
the glory and grandeur of Victorian and 
Edwardian England and the vast extent 
of the British Empire which had been 
built up while such views held sway. The 
Chartered Quantity Surveyor, however. 
has found no reason to dissent from the 
general view, for throughout his day-to- 
day work he has been concerned with 
solid physical things which require a 
sound realistic approach. 

It is therefore no accident, or lack of 
foresight which has withheld organised 
research from figuring prominently in the 
Chartered Quantity Surveyors’ activities. 
In the mid-twentieth century, however, 
the glory and grandeur have largely dis- 
appeared and the British Commonwealth 
of young, ambitious nations and the 
underdeveloped countries of the world 
are striving impatiently to raise their 
standard of living to the level of the 
highest. They have seen what can be 
achieved, they have discerned the clearly 
marked routes through the jungles of 
ignorance and they see no reason why 


they should not proceed to their objectives 
with all possible speed. Gradualness is 
not part of their philosophy. 

During the last forty years we have 
witnessed the rise of the USSR from a 
primitive and illiterate state to an almost 
wholly literate nation practically leading 
the world in scientific achievement and 
whose industrial production can begin to 
challenge a combination of the old and 
the new worlds. To achieve such a posi- 
tion in such a short space of time does 
not suggest acceptance of the philosophy 
of gradualness. Nor does the achieve- 
ment of the USA, which has increased 
its industrial productivity by over six 
times since 1900, while Britain has only 
achieved an increase of under three times. 

Transformations such as these have 
made us acutely conscious of the fact that 
neither gradualness nor empiricism can be 
a practical policy for the second half of 
the twentieth century. To leave our 
future to fate or to believe that ‘ all is for 
the best in the best of all possible worlds’ 
is to invite deterioration and obliteration. 
To maintain, far less improve, our actual 
and relative standards of living we must 
expect our evolutionary processes to 
move at a greatly accelerated rate and 
our empiricism to be replaced by reasoned 
anticipation verified by experiment. Our 
future, therefore, nationally, sectionally 
and individually, will only be assured by 
a continual and careful assessment of 
future requirements, of the means of 
satisfying them and a willingness to make 
rapid changes when necessary. The 
interests of our profession are only a 
small part of this larger picture, but to us, 
of course, it is vitally important and our 
future will only be secured by research— 
by energetic and enthusiastic research! 

The formation of the Cost Research 
Panel is therefore a happy assurance that 
Chartered Quantity Surveyors will not be 
caught unawares but, as the Chairman of 
the Panel has already said, the surface 
has, as yet, only been scratched and much 
investigation is waiting to be carried out. 
What then are the likely fields awaiting 
investigation and what are the principles 
which should guide our research? 


Fields of Investigation 


When one looks at research activities 
in other spheres, such as in the chemical 
and physical sciences or in medicine, one 
is instantly impressed by the bounding 
enthusiasm and unreserved confidence of 


those working in these fields. They have 
no doubt whatever about the future of 
their work or the limits of what they can 
discover. In the building industry, as 
with other long established industries, 
confidence and enthusiasm are not at such 
a high pitch, and in the opinion of some 
critics do not exist at all. But £604,000 
spent by the Building Research Station in 
1958/59, the formation of cost research 
committees by the professions and an 
advisory service by the builders are ample 
evidence that the industry is well aware 
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of the part which research can play in 
its advancement. Quantity Surveyors, 
however, are perhaps less enthusiastic 
about research than other sections of the 
industry and this is largely due to a lack 
of confidence in their future. 

Student quantity surveyors are, per- 
haps, not so articulate as architectural 
students who in April of this year held a 
conference at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
to discuss their future role in society. 
Nevertheless, they are very conscious of 
the fact that recent developments both 
within the industry and outside it may 
have a tremendous influence upon the 
traditional function of the quantity sur- 
veyor. They are witnessing a greater and 
greater use of prefabrication, a wider use 
of proprietory articles and systems of con- 
struction, a rising demand for architect/ 
builder collaboration, an increasing use of 
negotiated contract, and a readiness by 
clients to use the ‘All-In-Service.’ 

Sometimes their attention is directed to 
building practice on the Continent and 
in America where quantity surveyors are 
not employed, and the suggestion is made 
that the British quantity surveyor and his 
bill of quantities is an unnecessary over- 
head on the building industry. There is 
little wonder, therefore, that the young 
quantity surveyor is asking himself 
whether the days of the profession are 
numbered. 

When he tries to ascertain the direction 
in which his future lies he finds himself 
in a quandary for he is offered three 
alternatives. 

First there are those who will tell him 
that he has nothing to worry about 
because every report on the building 
industry published since the War has 
endorsed the value of competitive tender- 
ing and the use of bills of quantities as a 
proper basis for calculating a tender. He 
will also be told that the bill has stood 
the test of time, and, ipso facto, it must be 
an enduring thing. The young surveyor 
is heartened by this point of view, but 
not convinced as he watches the rising 
flood of PC sums submerging his 
measured work and realises that this point 
of view takes no account of the influences 
which may be brought to bear in the 
future. 

Another adviser may say that his future 
lies in his role of a quasi-arbitrator and 
that he will best serve society by settling 
the disputes which inevitably must arise 
on building contracts. Human nature 
being what it is, there will always be dis- 
agreements from time to time, but the 
young quantity surveyor will wonder 
whether this is encroaching upon the 
function of the arbitrator or the lawyer. 
Those who have some conscience about 
the matter will wonder if this is a sound 
approach in any case, since its scope and 
future depends upon inefficiency, conflict 
and detachment from the main stream of 
productive effort. Surely, he will ask, 
if we have a role at all, it should be to 
improve efficiency so that conflicts do not 
arise? 

The third alternative which is held out 
to him is that of cost adviser, a role for 
which Chartered Quantity Surveyors have 
always said they are best fitted. But, asks 
the young surveyor, if this is the case, 
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why do we devote so much of our train- 
ing to measurement and so little to the 
techniques of cost analysis and cost con- 
trol? Why are we not used in this role 
to a greater extent than we are? And 
if we know so much about costs, why isn’t 
the fact more widely accepted? 

This brief description of the young 
quantity surveyor’s dilemma highlights 
two of the primary tasks of cost research. 
First, we have to determine the future 
role of the quantity surveyor in society. 
Secondly, if cost advice is to be a vital 
part of our role, as many Chartered 
Quantity Surveyors believe, how and to 
whom this advice is to be tendered. 
These are the two fundamental problems 
facing the Cost Research Panel and no 
other work will have any real significance 
until they are solved. 


Role in Society 


To study the role of the quantity sur- 
veyor in society it is necessary to make a 
distinction between two aspects of the 
problem. First, the nature and demands 
of society insofar as they affect the pro- 
fession. Secondly, the service which the 
quantity surveyor can offer society. 

As an example of the depth of the first 
aspect, we need only glance briefly at that 
part of society which is most important 
to the industry and the quantity surveyor 
—client! 

Speaking generally, we have been 
brought up to regard the client as a single 
individual exercising full authority on his 
own behalf. An individual who built for 
his own use and therefore only once or 
twice during his lifetime. An individual 


also who paid with his own money and 
who didn’t ask too many questions. 
Nowadays, this type of client is something 
of a rarity and he has largely been re- 
placed by large organisations who make 
known their large-scale demands through 


committees and officials. The difference 
between the single individual of the text- 
book and the organisational client we 
shall probably have to serve are many and 
varied, but the brief comparison which 
follows will suffice to indicate their effects 
upon the quantity surveyor. 

Unlike the single private individual, the 
large organisation, whether private or 
public authority, is spending other 
people’s money, and as the committees 
and officials must be prepared to account 
for every penny of it, they find themselves 
setting up elaborate controls and checks 
to verify every detail of expenditure. 
Where public money is involved, and this 
is the case for about fifty per cent of all 
new building work, the bogey of corrup- 
tion, the inquisitorial eye of the rate or 
taxpayer and the inventive genius of the 
politician require the examination of esti- 
mates and accounts to a degree of detail 
which was never required by the indivi- 
dual client. 

Nor did the trusting individual client, 
or so we believed, engage other profes- 
sions to vet the work of the architect and 
quantity surveyor he had engaged. In 
much of the public authority work how- 
ever, architects, quantity surveyors and 
engineers are engaged to examine, amend 
and pass judgment upon the work of their 
professional colleagues, and accountants 
and other highly skilled officials are often 


present to make sure that ‘due economy’ 
is exercised. 

This volume of expert knowledge—a 
knowledge incidentally, which the private 
individual did not require because he was 
not spending the gigantic sums of the 
modern client—cannot leave the quantity 
surveyor unaffected and he may be 
required to present his work in unaccus- 
tomed ways. 

As the organisational client has grown 
in size, his needs for buildings have also 
increased until they often form a continu- 
ous programme of work. This, of course, 
is the case with local authorities, national- 
ised undertakings and government depart- 
ments. A continuing programme of 
buildings with similar requirements has 
wrought a number of changes in our 
normal professional practice, but perhaps 
most important of all it has allowed the 
organisational client with his storehouse 
of expert knowledge to compare the cost 
of his many but similar buildings. He 
has often been surprised to find that costs 
vary considerably for reasons which are 
not readily obvious and which cannot be 
readily or easily explained. Lack of con- 
sistency and assurance has made him lose 
some confidence in the professions. 

The expert knowledge and the volume 
of data which is available to the organisa- 
tional client means that he is likely to be 
a lot more knowledgeable about the costs 
of his buildings than the private individual 
could ever hope to be. We can therefore 
expect our estimates and costing proce- 
dures to be the subject of very careful 
scrutiny, and few of our modern clients 
will continue to be satisfied with the 
generalised explanations and fuzzy esti- 
mates which they often receive. If we 
cannot satisfy them, they will go else- 
where, and to counteract this tendency 
we must find a way of explaining and 
comparing building costs which can be 
understood equally well by the client and 
all sides of the building industry. 

Turning now to the second aspect of 
this problem we have to consider the 
service which the quantity surveyor can 
render society. Again, as an example of 
what we have to study in this context, we 
should recognise that our idea of the 
professional man is based on the examples 
of the older professions which are not 
involved in a production process and in 
which the professional man can still 
operate more or less independently. The 
doctor can examine and prescribe for 
hundreds of patients with little assistance, 
the lawyer can conduct case after case 
with little support, the vicar can prepare 
and preach his sermon on his own. But 
the quantity surveyor can rarely prepare 
many bills of quantities on his own, and 
he requires a substantial staff if he is to 
cope with the work he is required to 
undertake. 

The doctor, lawyer and theologian are 
not involved in the investment of large 
sums of money, are not dependent on 
other organisations to any degree, and 
their work is not related to such tight 
timetables as is the quantity surveyor’s. 
This means that only those quantity 
surveyors who control small practices can 
have as intimate a knowledge of all their 
jobs in the same way as the older profes- 
sions can have an intimate knowledge of 
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all their patients and cases. The quantity 
surveyor therefore must exercise direction 
and control in a more general way and 
must rely on competent and responsible 
senior members of his staff to carry out 
the detail work. This is a situation which 
rarely, if ever, arises in the older profes- 
sions but is common practice in industry 
and commerce. 

The quantity surveyor, therefore, is un- 
likely to be able to offer his own personal 
skill and ability to anything like the same 
extent as the professions upon which he 
has been modelling himself. Instead, he 
may have to and to some extent he has 
already adopted methods of organisation, 
of personnel selection, and delegated 
responsibility which are common in com- 
mercial undertakings. 


Cost Advice 


Quantity surveyors, for a long time, 
have emphasised their particular skill as 
cost advisers, yet this skill is not being 
used to its fullest extent. A number of 
reasons may be advanced for society’s 
failure to use these services, but perhaps 
the most important reason has been the 
difficulty of integrating the quantity 
surveyor’s costings techniques with the 
architect’s design processes. The quantity 
surveyor’s estimating methods are still 
based on mid-nineteenth century customs 
and architects are still taught design, with 
the exception of a few notable Architec- 
tural Schools, as if their work stopped at 
the sketch plan stage and that cost can 
be related to design by means of a few 
elementary calculations. 

The modern client is becoming exas- 
perated with the uncertainty which results 
from this lack of co-operation and is 
turning to organisations typified by the 
‘All-In-Service ’ which will give him the 
assurance he requires. By doing so, 
clients are not philistines devoid of good 
taste or incapable of appreciating archi- 
tectural merit. They actively desire the 
benefits of architectural skill, but they are 
unwilling to give architects an open 
cheque in terms of cost and time. If the 
professions can provide good architecture 
plus an assurance that it will cost a given 
sum and will be completed in a stated 
time, they have nothing to fear from the 
competition of the ‘All-In-Service.’ 

The Chartered Quantity Surveyor’s 
contribution to this assurance will be on 
the costing side, and here the problem 
facing the research worker is to devise 
procedures which will meet the client’s 
and architect’s needs at every stage of the 
design process. Here we come up against 
the chicken and egg dilemma. Do we 
design first and cost afterwards? Or is 
it the other way round? Or do we use 
some method in between? In this con- 
nection it appears that the RIBA Cost 
Committee is for the middle way and that 
at a reasonably early stage a cost should 
be fixed, which with several other factors 
will govern the choice of structure and 
components. It is on this assumption that 
we might examine the quantity surveyor’s 
costing procedures, but before doing so 
it should be emphasised that this is rela- 
tively unknown territory and that any 
propositions which may be suggested are 
very tentative. 

The quantity surveyor’s costing proce- 
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dures depend upon the sequence and the 
nature of operations which the architect 
adopts to translate the client’s ideas into 
drawings and specification. It is well 
known that the architect prepares a sketch 
design and then follows this up with 
working drawings. We also know that 
designing a building is not as simple as 
all that, but no detailed study of the 
architect’s design method appears to have 
been carried out. 

The Ministry of Education, however, in 
Building Bulletin No. 4, have suggested, 
and the Institute of Advanced Architec- 
tural Study have accepted, as a working 
hypothesis that the architect’s design work 
can be divided into four phases, e.g., 

BrigF INVESTIGATION 

DesiGN WorkING Drawincs 
The character of each phase is: 

Brief.—Receiving and obtaining ade- 
quate particulars of the client’s require- 
ments. 

Investigation —Preliminary study of 
possible forms of constructions, etc., and 
the preparation of the sketch plan. 

Design.—Detailed study on draft draw- 
ings of all parts of the building. At the 
end of this phase the architect should 
know exactly how the building will be 
put together in every detail. 

Working Drawings.—A routine process 
of turning draft drawings into final 
drawings. 

In practice, of course, these phases are 
not clear cut divisions for they merge into 
one another so that their boundaries can- 
not be easily defined. 

The RIBA have pointed out that cost 
plays its part throughout the design pro- 
cess. In the first instance influencing the 
size of the project and its general concep- 
tion, then later indicating the type of 
structure and affecting the choice of ser- 
vices and finishes. The cost, therefore, is 
a continuing influence, but it has two dis- 
tinct stages. During the ‘brief’ and 
‘investigation’ phases the client and 
architect have the joint responsibility of 
deciding just how much the project 
should cost, or alternatively of deciding 
what size and quality of building can be 
provided for a given sum. During the 
‘design’ and ‘ working drawings’ phases 
the architect has the responsibility of 
designing a building so the tender will not 
exceed the sum previously agreed. The 
costing process, therefore, has two dis- 
tinct parts, (1) the determination of total 
cost and (2) the costing of the design 
within the total sum. 

In a way this is not unlike household 
budgeting. The husband has to decide 
what proportion of his salary he can 
reasonably provide for house-keeping. In 
deciding what the amount should be he 
does not usually prepare a menu or in- 
deed a variety of menus and then have 
them priced by his wife or the grocer 
before deciding how much he will allow. 
His decision is based on what he con- 
siders to be a reasonable standard of 
living and the relative claims of other 
items on his salary. When he has decided 
what the sum should be he will expect 
his wife to keep the allowance. The wife 
in turn budgets her expenditure and 
decides how much she can afford to spend 
at the butcher's, the baker’s, and so on. 


Of course it is not unknown for house- 
wives to submit claims at the end of the 
month, but this probably enhances the 
analogy rather than detracts from it. So 
both in budgeting for building or for 
housekeeping the underlying precedure 
is much the same and resolves itself into 
two stages: (1) how much to spend, (2) 
which way to spend a pre-determined 
sum. 

Recently there has been some confu- 
sion about the two terms, ‘ approximate 
estimating ’ and ‘ cost planning.’ There is, 
for example, a tendency to assume that 
they mean more or less the same thing, 
but that ‘ cost planning’ is a smarter and 
more fashionable term. Or again they 
may be considered as rival methods, the 
one trying to oust the other, and again 
it is sometimes considered that cost plan- 
ning is a device intended to depress the 
cost of building irrespective of quality. 
Terminology is at present under discus- 
sion but a definition is required for the 
purpose of this paper. The two stages of 
the costing process which have just 
been described can in fact be labelled 
‘ approximate estimating * and ‘ cost plan- 
ning,’ e.g.: 

Brief INVESTIGATION 

DesiGN WorkING DRrAwiInGs 

APPROXIMATE ESTIMATING CosT PLANNING 


The first stage (i.c., when it is decided 
how much to spend) is the approximate 
estimating stage and where convention- 
ally the technique of cubing has held 
pride of place. The second stage (i.e. 
when it is decided how to spend the 


budget) is the cost planning stage. 

It can be seen, therefore, that the two 
terms are not synonymous and that they 
mean different things and apply to dif- 
ferent aspects of the costing process. 
Neither are they rivals for they are 
mutually supporting and each is depen- 


dent upon the other. The approximate 
estimate is not likely to be substantiated 
by the tender without cost planning, and 
cost planning loses much of its purpose 
if the final total cost is unimportant. Cost 
planning has in fact introduced a pro- 
cedure into the design stage where previ- 
ously nothing systematic had existed. It 
is not therefore trying to supersede any- 
thing which had previously existed and 
is complementary to approximate esti- 
mating. 

Nor can cost planning be described as 
a means of reducing or depressing costs. 
It is simply and solely a means by which 
the architect can design a building within 
a hudget in the same way as the house- 
wife must arrange her purchases if she is 
not to exceed her housekeeping allow- 
ance. It is during the approximate esti- 
mating stage when the decision is made 
to build down or un to a cost and cost 
planning is important in both cases. In 
fact it may be more important when the 
client has agreed to a generous budget 
for he will expect to get sound value for 
his investment, and he may be rather 
peeved if a large proportion of his invest- 
ment has been squandered on over- 
designed structure. Cost planning, there- 
fore, is necessary whenever the architect 
has to provide value for money. 

So much for the distinction between

approximate estimating and cost plan- 
ning. 

In recent years much ink has been 
spilled and passions provoked on the sub- 
ject of cost planning, but approximate 
estimating has remained outside the 
arena of controversy although The Wil- 
derness Study Group have been working 
on the subject for several years. Our 
theories have developed very little since 
the days of Leaning and they should now 
be critically examined in the light of 
modern conditions, 


Approximate Estimating 


Approximate estimating is the process 
of determining during the ‘ investigation ’ 
Stage what the cost of a building should 
be. At this stage no constructional 
decisions will have been made and plan- 
ning will still be in a preliminary state. 
The calculation must, therefore, be based 
on the client's fundamental requirements 
and on the cost of meeting these require- 
ments in other buildings. 

The methods normally used are well 
enough known, e.g. cubing and approxi- 
mate quantities, but other methods, 
primarily financial, have been brought 
into use which will require both the archi- 
tect and the quantity surveyor to take 
another look at their customary pro- 
cedures. 

For example, not a few clients can 
quickly determine what they can pay for 
their buildings by reference to their bank 
account. Again, the likely rent which 
office accommodation can command in a 
given district can determine the capital 
sum for which a building must be erected. 
Methods such as these, and no doubt 
there are others, determine the approxi- 
mate estimate or cost limit before the 
architect does any planning. These 
methods, therefore, are quite distinct 
from our usual methods, which are used 
after the architect has produced a pre- 
liminary plan and specification. 

The new methods will require the pro- 
fession to interpret a sum of money in 
terms of units of accommodation graded, 
rather like eggs or mild steel tubing, 
according to quality as well as working 
out the cost of the accommodation 
required as we have done in the past. 

These new methods have also been 
encouraged by the emergence of new 
types of buildings and the desire to 
develop new constructional techniques. 
In the case of new building types, no 
previous cost experience was available 
from which cubic costs could be obtained, 
and in the case of new structural systems 
it is not possible to prepare approximate 
quantities for components which have not 
yet been designed. For such reasons the 
customary methods have been found un- 
suitable, and a new approach has been 
required. 5 

It will not be necessary to remind 
quantity surveyors of the object of 
approximate estimating, i.e. to provide 
the client with a reliable assessment of the 
ultimate cost of his project. Upon the 
amount of this assessment he will decide 
whether or not to build, and this decision 
is an important one. In fact it may be 
the most important financial decision of 
his life. If he decides to build he will

expect the tender and final cost to com- 
pare closely with this assessment. Esti- 
mates, therefore, must be prepared with 
the greatest possible care and attention, 
and should be realistic forecasts of the 
tender cost of the project. This is how 
the client regards them, but do the pro- 
fessions regard them in the same light ? 

Occasionally the professions grumble at 
clients because they remember the first 
approximate estimate, as if to suggest 
that the figure, once mentioned should be 
instantly forgotten. But why should it 
not be remembered if the client has made 
a decision on it, and why should he not 
expect the architect to keep within the 
figure stated ? 

Approximate estimates are, however, 
often prepared in too much of a hurry 
and without giving them the considera- 
tion they ought to have and we rarely 
feel committed to return a tender which 
agrees exactly with the estimate. One 
well-known textbook, for example, when 
dealing with approximate estimates refers 
to them as being necessarily vague. 

This is a ludicrous situation, and it 
suggests that the client and the building 
professions are tuned in to two quite dif- 
ferent wavelengths. The client regards 
architects and quantity surveyors as pro- 
fessional experts who are providing reli- 
able advice upon which he can make a 
decision, and yet the professions are 
unable to give him the assurance that he 
is asking for. ; 

It is easy enough to criticise, but how is 
the Chartered Quantity Surveyor to 
remedy the situation? This is the func- 
tion of research. 


Conditions for Success 


As we have seen, the research tasks 
facing the Chartered Quantity Surveyor 
are both formidable and desperately 
urgent. If we are to undertake them, 
what principles should guide our efforts? 
They are four in number. 

First our research must be undertaken 
by a larger number of full-time workers. 
At the moment, neither the RIBA nor the 
RICS have any professionally qualified 
staff engaged on full-time cost research. 
Both have responsible committees study- 
ing the problem, but their members are 
all ‘top’ men of their professions engaged 
on the day-to-day direction of their 
offices, usually large ones, and probably 
sitting on other committees of their 
respective institutions. 

They can do no more than assess the 
value of any information which may be 
placed before them and on such evidence 
make recommendations. They can define 
problems but they will rarely have the 
time to carry out the fundamental and 
detailed research which is necessary to 
produce a solution. Their function, there- 
fore, should be to steer the research 
workers who, at present, are practically 
non-existent. The real research workers, 
operating within terms of reference given 
to them by the committees should be 
working full time on their particular sub- 
ject. Only by this means can continuous 
study be secured, the necessary facts be 
obtained, and detailed examinations 
undertaken within a reasonable time. 

The main difficulty in securing full-time 


research workers will be, as usual, finance. 
Where is the money going to come from? 
The technical Press and various founda- 
tions are almost certain to give some 
assistance in establishing short-term 
scholarships, but it is the professions who 
will benefit and it is they who must find 
the money. Our own Institution has an 
Educational Fund which might give some 
assistance but it is unlikely to be suf- 
ficent. The only and proper source must 
be the members of the profession, and a 
levy could be raised on each corporate 
member. This would probably be prefer- 
able to a levy on each firm which might 
exclude public authorities who may find 
it difficult to contribute. If the levy could 
be linked to the provision of a quarterly 
bulletin of professional and _ technical 
information it would be more readily 
acceptable. 

The available finance could then be 
used to engage suitably qualified quantity 
surveyors for limited periods to carry 
out specific research tasks and to make a 
contribution to those firms who are 
willing to undertake some full-time re- 
search using their own staff. At the 
moment any firm who indulges in 
research on its own account is naturally 
disinclined to reveal its findings to the 
profession at large until it has the oppor- 
tunity of recovering its expenses. 

The second principle is that our 
research must be undertaken in close co- 
operation with other associated bodies 
and in particular the RTIBA. As we have 
seen, the quantity surveyor’s costing pro- 
cedures are absolutely dependent upon 
the architect’s design process and nothing 
valuable can be achieved without the 
closest integration of the skills of the 
two professions. The data which the 
quantitv survevor will use is derived 
almost in toto from the builder’s priced 
bills of quantities and a thorough under- 
standing of the builder’s methods, in 
organisation. in construction and in esti- 
mating, at least as far as commercial 
considerations will allow. is essential to 
both architect and quantity surveyor. 

It is thus readily apparent that research 
cannot, in the long run, be undertaken 
by the quantity surveying profession on a 
‘lone wolf’ basis and eventually there 
must be a unified full-time research team 
serving the industry as a whole, feeding 
information back to the various con- 
stituent bodies. 

Thirdly, the research workers, when 
they reach the stage of working out 
detailed costing procedures, must direct 
their efforts to discovering or establishing 
methods which will allow individuals to 
obtain specific answers to the multifarious 
problems on each individual project. 
Very rarely does one find two projects 
which are identical, and to spend a high 
proportion of time arriving at an answer 
that, for example, a 6-storey block of 
flats is xX per cent more expensive than 
a three-storey block, is not to tackle the 
most important problems first, for such 
an answer can have only a limited and 
short-term value. This is, of course, not 
to deny their value provided full details 
are published: with a rapidly changing 
technology they can quickly become 
out-of-date. What the practising quantity 
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surveyor and architect require are 
methods of assessing the effects of new 
constructional techniques as they become 
available. ; 

This then brings one to the fourth 
principle which is that our second main 
task, i.e. the development of our costing 
procedures, must be based upon the 
simple idea of comparison. There are 
few absolute values in life and certainly 
none concerning quality and cost which, 
with time, are the three essential 
characteristics by which buildings and 
architecture are judged. These three 
characteristics have relative values and 
the datum by which they are judged is 
constantly changing. 

Like most things, the value that one 
attaches to each characteristic depends 
upon one’s point of view and upon what 
each individual regards as the ‘norm.’ 
Few clients are willing to accept an esti- 
mate for a building without making some 
attempt to check it from other sources 
and the individual client does so by 
comparing as best he can with the cost 
of other buildings. This is not a peculiar 
trait of clients, for this assessment of 
value for money by a process of compari- 
son is commonplace in our daily lives. 
The housewife, for example, compares 
the size, quality and cost of vegetables 
before buying, we are satisfied with our 
car until we compare it with the new 
model when it appears, and we are satis- 
fied with our standard of living until we 
compare ours with ‘ the Jones’s.’ 

In building, however, the professions 
often seem reluctant to accept compari- 
son as a valid method of judging values 
and tend to regard buildings as individual 
entities which cannot be related to one 
another. They somatimes argue that costs 
cannot be compared unless the buildings 
concerned are almost identical and con- 
structed under similar circumstances. In 
fact, they are often amused and some- 
times exasperated, when the layman asks 
for an explanation of why one type of 
building costs more than another. 

This is not a stupid or frivolous ques- 
tion, and the Chartered Quantity Survevor 
would do well as remember that com- 
parison is the only method by which a 
client can judge the economy and effec- 
tiveness of the industry’s efforts and that 
the quantity surveyor’s mysterious esti- 
mating systems are of little assistance to 
him. It is, therefore, essential to devise 
methods of comparing the actual costs of 
buildings. irrespective of size, shape, style 
or construction and of relating these costs 
to quality and performance. 


Conclusion 


When one considers the evolution of 
the quantity surveying profession over 
the last 160 years or so, one cannot help 
being impressed by the enormous strides 
it has taken in raising its prestige and 
social standing from the maligned and dis- 
trusted ‘measurer’ of the early nine- 
teenth century to its present position of 
trust and impartiality. The transition, 
however, in keeping with the pace of 
Victorian and Edwardian society, has 
been slow and steady and due in no small 
degree to the integrity and selfless devo- 
tion of our predecessors. 
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Time, however, is no longer on our 
side, and integrity must be partnered by 
the highest degree of professicnal skill 
and the employment of the most 
advanced techniques appropriate to a fast 
moving, impatient and more highly 
educated society. The Chartered Quan- 
tity Surveyor must, therefore, be con- 
stantly probing the future to discover the 
nature of society's needs for buildings and 
devising new ways of using his skills to 
help satisfy these needs. 

Among these needs, will be a demand 
for effective cost control in relation to 
given standards of quality and perform- 
ance and this is the compelling reason 
why the quantity surveyor must invest 
more time, energy and brain-power in 
full scale research. If he does so he has, 
without a shadow of doubt, a promising 
future rich in opportunities to improve 
his status and to increase his usefulness 
to society. 


KEENER COMPETITIVE 
TENDERING 
Sunderland Public Works 
Department’s Report 


THE FIRST annual report of the Public 
Works Manager on the Public Works 
Department of the County Borough of 
Sunderland, for the period July 1957 to 
March 1959, has been issued. One of the 
main points set out in the report is the 
department’s entrance into competition for 
larger building and civil engineering works 
with outside contractors. Another, is that 
building work up to £200 and civil engineer- 
ing work up to £500 would automatically 
come to the department subject to a definite 
price being submitted for work in excess 
of £50. 

On new contract work the total volume 
of contract work in hand, or due to start, 
amounts to £669,000. Experience has shown, 
the report continues, that on the civil 
engineering side, minor jobs may be lost to 
small firms and in this context some 21 firms 
have shared between them the work obtained 
by contractors (much of this work would 
have been carried out direct) and in the 
larger extremely low prices have been 
obtained. 

With regard to building work, the intro- 
duction of the department has brought about 
a much keener competitive element in the 
tendering field, and it is stressed here that the 
department is treated in an exactly similar 
manner to outside firms in all respects, even, 
and this may be of interest, to the com- 
pletion of contract documents. The number 
of successful tenders amounted to 62. These 
were worth £841,128. 


Clean Air Year Book 

The new edition of the Clean Air year 
book, published by the National Society for 
Clean Air, Palace Chambers, Bridge-street, 
SWI1 (2s. net), has now been issued. It is a 
useful guide to the new Clean Air Act and 
the Orders and Regulations made under it. 
Many other aspects of the work being done 
for the prevention of air pollution are the 
subject of short articles, and a new feature 
is a list of local authorities with smokeless 
zones or smoke contro] areas. The Society's 
Annual Report, for 1958, is included. 


TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


Papers at the Town and Country Planning Summer Schoad 


The Town and Country Planning Summer School, held under the auspices 
of the Town Planning Institute, took place at the University of Southampton 
from August 27 until September 5, when a wide range of subjects relating to 
planning were discussed. Following are extracts from the first of the papers 
presented. Others will be given in subsequent issues. 


THE IMPACT OF THE POWER 
INDUSTRY ON TOWN AND 
COUNTRY PLANNING 
By Donald Clark, BSc, AMIEE, ACGI 


For over thirty years production of 
electricity for public supply in this 
country has been nationally planned and 
in 1948 full co-ordination of design, con- 
struction and operation of power stations 
became effective with nationalisation. 
During this thirty-year period much 
experience of public utility planning has 
been gained; the planning problems of the 
industry have gradually changed and they 
are now being radically modified by the 
transition from a single-fuel industry to a 
multi-fuel industry. 

The central fact that dominates plan- 
ning is the required rate of expansion. 
The consumption of electricity is rising 
faster than ever before and at an increas- 
ing rate. Thirty years has produced a 
ten-fold increase and there is every indi- 
cation of the demand redoubling in the 
next ten to twelve years. Such expansion 
is a great opportunity because the indus- 
try can keep itself much more modern 
and efficient than one that is static. It is 
also a responsibility because of the grow- 
ing impact on the life of the country, and 
because the economy of supply in ten 
years’ time will depend mainly on the 
quality and performance of equipment 
that is not in service today. 

Abundant and cheap electricity is 
generally accepted nowadays as one of 
the essentials for the economic strength 
of the nation in a competitive world and, 
therefore, to the maintenance, let alone 
improvement, of the standard of living. 


Excessive Loads 


Bearing in mind that it takes six years 
to translate decisions about power plant 
into operating equipment the loads 
experienced are continuing to exceed 
those it was planned to supply. Every- 
thing is done to achieve maximum output 
and although the situation remains mar- 
ginal a severe winter might still provoke 
load shedding. On the other hand it is 
important not to become over-optimistic 
about growth of demand because that 
leads to needless capital construction and 
inflation of costs. Cheap electricity is now 
taken for granted in such diverse fields as 
modernising the railways of the nine- 
teenth century and locating the industries 
and planning the new towns of the twen- 
tieth century. This particular freedom 
for planners will continue so long as the 
power industry succeeds in keeping pace 
with the accelerating demand and simul- 
taneously in holding down its costs. 

The estimates of future demand are 
considered along with estimates of plant 


capacity already existing, of withdrawals 
of obsolete plant from service and of 
various risks like the risk of exceptionally 
severe winter weather or exceptional plant 
breakdown. Conclusions can then be 
drawn as to the amount of new generating 
capacity that must be provided in the 
sixth year ahead. 

At present it is necessary to plan the 
construction of about two million kilo- 
watts of new generating plant per annum 
in England and Wales. The correspond- 
ing capital investment is about £150 mil- 
lion per annum, which is probably a big- 
ger capital programme than that of any 
other single organisation, and so it is not 
surprising that the impact on town and 
country planning is noticeable. In the 
past 12 years over 14 million kilowatts of 
new generating capacity has been com- 
pleted in England and Wales, involving 
about 50 new power stations and exten- 
sions to 60 others. Looking ahead a 
roughly equal capacity must be commis- 
sioned in the next seven years, but this 
will entail only about 20 new sites. 

The first reason for the relatively 
smaller number of new sites is the 
development of very large generating 
units, which are more compact and make 
smaller demands on resources than an 
equivalent aggregation of smaller units. 
The second reason is the policy of 
developing each site to the limit of its 
capability, subject always to being granted 
consent for the resultant concentration of 
plant and lines. 


Power Station Siting 


Within the broad framework dictated 
by fuel economics where should the power 
stations be built? Their siting require- 
ments are exacting and the necessary con- 
junction of physical characteristics is geo- 
graphically rare. It is now exceptional 
to be able to find a site in a built-up area. 
The most suitable and least controversial 
sites elsewhere have already been used 
and the problem is to choose the com- 
promise that best serves the public 
interest. 

Most intractable technically is the need 
for a large volume of cooling water for 
the steam turbines. Advances in design 
are steadily reducing the volume of water 
required per unit of electricity but the 
reduction is swamped by the rising scale 
of generation. The most modern 500,000 
kilowatt power station requires 15 million 
gallons or, say, 70,000 tons of cooling 
water an hour, and in the present state of 
the art the same size of nuclear power 
station needs over twice as much water. 
On the Trent water containing a great 
deal of sewage effluent is used several 
times over by power stations on its course. 
No river in this country has a sufficient 
dry weather flow to cool stations of the 
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kind now being designed. Cooling towers 
are costly and they reduce thermal effi- 
ciency, consume water by evaporation 
and loom large in the landscape. For 
nuclear stations with their larger cooling 
problem, the collective objections to cool- 
ing towers are decisive; for example they 
would be so large as to dwarf the stations 
themselves. A commercial scale dry cool- 
ing tower that does not consume water 
is being installed at Rugeley Power 
Station for trial purposes, the first on this 
scale in the world. Unfortunately it is 
even larger and more costly than the equi- 
valent wet tower; if it is a practical suc- 
cess the disadvantages may be partly 
offset if it allows coal-fired power 
stations to be located much closer to the 
collieries in water scarce areas. 

At last year’s. Summer School Sir 
George McNaughton talked about water 
conservation and urged that power 
stations should be located on estuaries or 
the sea coast no matter how tempting it 
might be to place them on inland sites to 
suit other planning requirements. With- 
out going all the way with Sir George 
McNaughton it does seem right to put 
nuclear power stations on the coast, leav- 
ing any available inland water to coal- 
fired power stations yielding twice as 
much electricity per gallon. As one moves 
from inland rivers to estuaries and finally 
the open coast it becomes possible to dis- 
charge more heat but the water becomes 
progressively less accessible till, in some 
places, it is apt to disappear with the tide. 
The supply must be continuous and 
unfailing in all weathers; the intakes must 
always be submerged but never be silted 
up and must be proof against storm dam- 
age. They must not endanger navigation 
nor promote changes in offshore regime 
leading to local siltation or erosion. 

Siting for Safety 

The only other factor to mention is the 
remote siting of nuclear power stations in 
the interests of safety. This policy has 
often been questioned, though usually on 
the mistaken assumption that it is the 
only reason why rural sites have to be 
chosen. The plain fact is that dangerous 
radioactive materials are produced within 
nuclear reactors and consequently elec- 
tricity cannot be generated from nuclear 
fission without a new element of danger. 
Of course dangers exist in most fields of 
human activity. We can learn to live 
with nuclear fission just as in the past we 
have learned to live with other useful and 
dangerous things like fire and electricity 

by taking precautions suitable to the 
case. 

At the planning stage the problem is 
how to assess the relative safety of dif- 
ferent sites. One cannot be given simple 
and exact rules because many of the fac- 
tors involved are complex and cannot be 
calculated with certainty. For instance, 
the way in which an accident might 
develop, the effect of the weather and 
features of land, the behaviour of local 
population, and the speed of communica- 
tion are all matters which require judg- 
ment, and some are more amenable to 
mathematical assessment than others. 
And judgment must be applied with 
caution whilst experience of operating is 
so limited. 


What sort of picture of development 
emerges from consideration of demands, 
energy resources and siting problems so 
far? It would be a mistake to be too 
dismayed at the prospect of a mounting 
tide of power stations and lines. At a 
guess the annual generating plant con- 
struction programmes seem likely to aver- 
age about 2.5 million kilowatts in the later 
1960's, but by using large units that make 
the best of limited resources and by 
extracting the maximum power from each 
approved site it may be possible to reduce 
the number of new sites per annum to two 
or three. The land required for power 
stations will be under 1,000 acres per 
annum. The proportion of nuclear 
stations is uncertain; additional sites are 
being sought on the coast of North Wales 
and Anglesey, on the Severn Estuary, and 
on the south coast. Parts of the coast of 
Norfolk, Lincolnshire and the Humber 
Estuary will also need to be considered 
and perhaps West Wales. Additional 
coal-fired sites must be considered near 
the Northumberland, South Yorkshire, 
East Midlands and South Wales coal- 
fields, and to a lesser extent in coal deficit 
areas. 


Town and Country Planning 


Some of the town and country planning 
aspects of such a power programme have 
alreddy emerged. Water for cooling is a 
major difficulty and strongly influences 
siting. Water for other purposes does not 
present any insuperable problem. Such 
things as roads and housing in connection 
with new stations need careful considera- 
tion but reasonable arrangements can be 
worked out in most places; the operating 
labour force for a nuclear power station 
is about three hundred, which is small 
relative to an annual electricity produc- 
tion valued at £7 million. Some local 
upheaval is inescapable during construc- 
tion when the temporary labour force 
may reach three thousand. Ash disposal 
and air pollution are important in coal- 
fired stations but again with modern tech- 
niques satisfactory solutions can be found. 
An addition of perhaps £100,000 to the 
local rateable value raises no difficulty. 

Land use is sometimes contentious 
especially if it is agricultural land. Loss of 
land can be a serious matter for the indi- 
viduals affected, but from the national 
standpoint an allocation of under 1,000 
acres a year for the whole of the power 
station programme is surely not unreason- 
able. Power stations do not sprawl; the 
investment level is about £250,000 per 
acre and the annual value of production 
about £50,000 per acre. Power stations 
do not need local ancillary industries and 
there is no reason why they should be 
the svearhead of industrial or other urban 
developments; stations built in the coun- 
try 20 years ago are still in the country 
today. 

The actual siting and construction of 
transmission line towers has a consider- 
able nuisance value, but again this is more 
a question of private rights than town and 
country planning. The really difficult 
aspect of the impact of power stations 
and transmission lines on town and coun- 
try planning is the possible injury to 
amenity. 
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Amenity 


Power stations unavoidably are very 
large structures and can be seen at con- 
siderable distances, whilst transmission 
lines, though less solid, stride over the 
countryside. Not industrial in the nar- 
rower sense, these things are nevertheless 
the symbols of industry, and most of us 
dislike the spread of industry in this coun- 
try even whilst recognising it to be essen- 
tial for survival. If one should walk by 
Trawsfynydd wishing to be with nature 
rather than with man it will not help to 
learn that the power station being con- 
structed by 3,000 men will be a magnifi- 
cent building. But if later another is 
sight-seeing on the way from one attrac- 
tive part of the Snowdonia Park to 
another he may pause to admire fine 
architecture, landscaping that makes the 
most of the setting, and even perhaps sit- 
ing that makes elegant and efficient use of 
natural resources. 

One would hope that in applying judg- 
ment first-class amenity areas can be 
avoided. Power stations are not put in 
real beauty spots, the kind you would 
advise the foreign visitor to see, however 
hurtful a particular proposal may seem to 
the person who prizes that particular cor- 
ner of England. Secondly, sites in second- 
class amenity areas should require a 
strong technical and economic justifica- 
tion. But the stations must be built some- 
where and such a policy can only succeed 
if a third principle is accepted and 
approvals are readily given for less con- 
troversial sites, even though technically 
and economically the case may be less 
strong. If a policy of discriminating sit- 
ing is confronted with indiscriminate 
opposition, it must crumble away. Sir 
Hugh Casson was reported recently as 
advising a branch of the CPRE not to 
bother with reason, logic and balanced 
judgment, but to oppose for all they were 
worth, to appeal to emotion and scream 
their heads off. Sound enough no doubt 
for a strictly parochial interest; but if 
widely copied it must defeat its object. 
Many will prefer the advice of the Minis- 
ter of Housing when he said: ‘ If we keep 
a balanced judgment, the wise use of plan- 
ning machinery will become an asset, 
which more and more the ordinary man— 
who after all governs this country in the 
end—would hate to see abandoned.’ 


Research for Industry 


‘We are firmly of the view that oo- 
operative research brings important specific 
benefits to industry. It offers a scientific 
service to firms that cannot afford research 
departments of their own. It helps to guide 
industry towards an appreciation of the value 
of research in general.’ So says the industrial 
grants committee in their statement of policy 
on research associations. It is contained in 
the DSIR Report ‘ Research for Industry 
1958’ (HMSO, price 7s. 6d.) published 
recently. The committee envisage that in 
the next five years the total grant to organisa- 
tions in the government scheme will be a 
third higher than in 1954-59—but that the 
total grant earning income will go up by 
nearly a half.

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TOWN PLANNING DECISIONS 


Houses Before Pottery Production : 
UDC’s Decision Upheld 
BS ese to replace slums must come 
before pottery production for the export 
market. That is the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government decision which will 
enable Darlaston Urban District Council to 
proceed with the Bentley Estate, which has 
been delayed for three years. The Minister 
has dismissed the appeal of the Potters Clay 
& Coal Co. Ltd., against the Council’s 
refusal to allow the working of clay and coal 
at Bentley. The appeal was the subject of 
a public inquiry in March. In a letter to 
the firm the Minister says he appreciates the 
importance of keeping down the cost of 
producing materials used to make goods for 
export. But he is satisfied that the site in 
question is the only stable building land to 
which the Council can look to fuifil its 
present slum clearance programme and at the 
same time make some provision for families 
without a house of their own. 


Refusal of Council to Allow Building 
in Green Belt Upheld by Minister 


IHE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed an appeal 
by Messrs. C. E. Goodman and Sons and 
Mr. E. Wilson, against the refusal of Cater- 
ham and Warlingham Council to permit the 
erection of 90 houses on land at Greenacres 
Farm and Court Farm, Limpsfield-road, 
Warlingham, At the inquiry the appellants 
* contended that conditions have changed since 
the Surrey Development Plan was prepared. 
In this the site is zoned as Green Belt land, 
and while accepting this, the inspector con- 
ducting the inquiry does not agree that the 
land cannot profitably be used for agriculture. 
Neither does he consider the fact that there 
is no objection to the development on agricul- 
tural grounds is a sound reason for permit- 
ting the houses to be built. The inspector, 
after going into the question of the increase 
in Warlingham’s population recently, decided 
that the purely local need for additional 
housing sites is not urgent enough to warrant 
an amendment of the development plan. 
If houses were to be built on the site, 
houses situated opposite would lose their 
present open view. 

The contribution the site makes to the 
Green Belt in providing a link between the 
developed areas of Limpsfield-road and the 
countryside to the west is the reason the 
inspector recommended the appeal should 
be dismissed and the Minister agrees with 
these views and has, therefore, dismissed the 
appeal. 


Woking Factory Expansion Allowed 


ERMISSION to build a single-storey 

factory at Hoe Bridge-road, Old Woking, 
Surrey, by James Walker and Co., Ltd., 
manufacturers of packings and jointings, 
has been allowed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. Consent had been 
refused by Surrey County Council and an 
inquiry was held in May. 

In giving his decision the Minister said 
that if the works were forced to move else- 
where, because they were not allowed to 
expand in Woking, there would be serious 


repercussions on the economic life of the 
district. 

The Inspector who conducted the inquiry 
had reported to the Minister that the present 
works were seriously overcrowded and that 
there were no serious objections' on amenity 
grounds to the extension as it would be con- 
tiguous to land already approved for 
industry. The Minister's approval is subject 
to conditions on siting, design, access and 
parking space. The new building will cover 
some 70,000 square feet. 


RESTRICTIVE TRADE 
PRACTICES 
Progress under the Act 


— Registrar of Restrictive Trading 
Agreements gives the following summary 
of progress under the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act up to August 7, 1959. At that 
date, he states, there were 2,200 agreements 
in the register. The parties to 380 of them 
had been advised of the Registrar's intention 
to refer them to the Restrictive Practices 
Court. The parties to 250 of these had 
informed the Registrar that they had aban- 
doned or were abandoning their agreements. 
as had also the parties to a further 350— 
making over 600 abandoned agreements. 
Proceedings had been formally instituted 
in the case of 85 agreements. Six had been 
tried by the Court and the Court had made 
Orders with the consent of the parties in 29 
undefended cases. declaring them contrary to 
the public interest. 


Is the Act Working ? 

ADDRESSING the British Association at 
York on September 3, the Registrar of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements outlined the 
progress made under the Act and discussed 
the extent to which the Act appeared to be 
achieving what was intended. 

The picture (said the Registrar) was. first. 
a small number mainly of complicated and 
difficult cases contested before the Court ; 
and, second, a large number of agreements 
abandoned before reference to the Court or 
before trial, some of them no less important 
than those which had been contested, He 
took it that in passing the Act the Govern- 
ment and Parliament had intended that agree- 
ments of a registrable kind should not 
continue unless some good and substantial 
reason from the point of view of the public 
could be shown to justify their continuance 
and to outweigh any harm they might do. 
Much had been made of the point that the 
parties had to demonstrate this. But this 
principle had been laid down by Parliament 
and it involved nothing exceptional or 
contrary to the principles of our law when 
cases came before the Court. The onus of 
proof in law lay on him who asserted the 
affirmative. It was quite normal that the 
parties should have to prove any benefits 
which they thought their agreements con- 
ferred and that the Registrar should have 
to prove any harm which he asserted they 
did. And since proceedings were civil, not 
criminal, each side had to show only that 
what it alleged was likely, on the balance of 
probabilities, to be correct. Facts did not 
have to be established ‘beyond reasonable 
doubt.’ 

The presumption of the Act that registrable 
agreements were contrary to the public 
interest was really exactly the same point.

It did not mean that the scales were tilted 
against the agreement by some presumed 
detriment, but that the parties to be allowed 
to continue their agreement must tilt the 
scales in their favour. 


‘ What is good for Industry .. .” 

The Act did not assume (the Registrar 
continued) either that what was good for 
the manufacturer was bad for the consumer 
or, conversely, that what was good for 
industry was good for the public, It was 
concerned with the effect rather than the 
purpose of restrictions. The most widely 
pleaded of the defences which the Act 
allowed was that the ending of a restriction 
would deny specific and substantial benefits 
or advantages to the public as consumers 
of goods. Under this head, parties had free- 
dom to bring forward a very wide range of 
arguments, and had submitted that their 
agreements benefited consumers by such 
means as eliminating cut-throat competition ; 
preserving capacity; encouraging research, 
re-equipment and innovation; stabilizing 
prices and so on. Often, indeed, the detri- 
ments urged by the Registrar and the 
advantages claimed by the parties appeared 
as two sides of the same coin. The elimina- 
tion of competition might lead to ossification 
rather than cut throats and, particularly in 
industries with a wide spread of costs, pre- 
vent the expansion of efficient low cost firms 
at the expense of high cost producers; 
capacity preserved might be excessive ; 
stabilized prices might be unnecessarily high. 
The Registrar suggested that where the 
parties’ defence under this head had been 
rejected, it was not because the Act had 
prevented anything that could be said in their 
favour from being said, but because the 
Court had not been satisfied after hearing 
the fullest evidence from both sides and 
after critical examination that the benefits 
claimed did flow from the restrictions. 


Roads Visit to Germany 
Nearly 100 people concerned with the task 


of bringing traffic relief to towns and cities 
throughout Britain will visit West Germany 


on October 11 to 18. About half the 
delegates come from county, city and town 
councils, and others include Ministry of 
Transport officials, civil engineers, architects 
and technical journalists. During the eight 
day programme they will see urban motor- 
way and traffic relief schemes in Hamburg, 
Berlin, Mannheim, Dusseldorf and Essen— 
including the 30-mile-long Ruhr Expressway. 
The party will also inspect parking arrange- 
ments and off-street parking garages in the 
cities visited. The tour has been organised 
by the British Road Federation. 


Improvement Grants 


The value and importance of the new 
improvement grants in providing work for 
builders while benefiting building owners 
and older property have resulted in the 
Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers publishing a 4 page leaflet 
entitled ‘New Homes for Old.’

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CONCRETE AND CEMENT STABILISED MATERIALS 


FOR HIGHWAYS 


Some Applications of Recent Research and Development 


PAPER on the above-named subject 
was given by Mr. L. S. BLAKE, BSc 
(Eng), AMICE, MinstHE, head of the 
Highways Department, Research and 
Development Division, Cement and Con- 
crete Association, at the llth annual 
Conference of the Institute of Works and 
Highways Superintendents, which was 
held at Buxton from September 2 to 4. 
Following are the author’s conclusions: 
During the past five or six years, consider- 
able advances have been made in the design 
and construction of reinforced concrete 
roads and several problems have been solved. 
Of these advances, the following are con- 
sidered to be the most important : — 

(i) a solution to the problem of riding 
qualities of concrete roads laid either 
by hand or by machine. 

(ii) a solution to the problem of form- 
ing joints in mechanised construc- 
tion. 
the improvement in knowledge on 
the design of concrete road slabs 
particularly in respect of the use of 
reinforcement and the determination 
of joint spacings. 
improvements in the design and mix- 
ing of concrete on road sites. 
general use of the brushed finish and 
the development of methods of 
colouring and texturing road sur- 
faces. 

The use of lean concrete for road bases is 
a recent development in itself and the rapid 
gain in popularity of the material is quite 
remarkable. 

Advances in the use of the material are: 

(i) the use of leaner mixes. 

(ii) the development of methods for 
testing the material. 

(ili) acquisition of basic information on 
the strength properties of the mater- 
ial. 

The use of soil-cement in Great Britain ex- 
tends over a period of 20 years but only 
in the last 9 years has it been used at all ex- 
tensively. 

Advances in the past 5 years include :— 

(i) the development of special mixing 
plant. 

(ii) the development of methods of test- 
ing the material to ensure adequate 
strength and curability. 

(iii) an increase in knowledge of con- 
struction methods. 

The introduction of cement-bound granu- 
lar material dates back only a few months 
but it seems likely to be an important devel- 
opment in road construction. It has already 
been specified for base construction on im- 
portant road contracts, 

Most of these recent developments have 
taken place before the new road construc- 
tion programme was finally launched. It 
seems likely therefore that we can look for- 
ward to further important developments 
during the next five years as the road pro- 
gramme gains momentum. However, by tak- 
ing advantage of the developments reported 
in this paper, the highway engineer now 
has a much greater range of materials which 
he can use confidently. Aiso highway super- 
intendents and supervisors keeping abreast 


(iii) 


of progress now have some new methods 
which they can apply without increasing their 
burden of training men and keeping close 
supervision on the site. Most of the new 
construction techniques have been developed 
with the specific aim of reducing the need 
for skilled workmen and for close super- 
vision. For example, it will take only a few 
minutes to train a man to operate the 
scraping straightedge and thereafter the 
amount of supervision required to produce 
an excellent surface is considerably reduced. 
Although highway research engineers 
make every effort to direct their work to- 
wards solving the most pressing problems 
and developing new methods to replace un 
suitable ones, they must rely on those active- 
ly concerned in road construction and repair 
to apply these new developments, to judge 
them and, if need be, tu suggest any further 
developments which may be required. 


RECOGNISED PRACTICES 
NEGLIGENCE 
Courts Decision Upheld 
By a Legal Correspondent 
CASE of considerable interest to 
builders is reported as Cavanagh v. 
Ulster Weaving Co. Ltd. A jury in 
Northern Ireland had found that the 
defendant company had been negligent 
but their decision had been set aside by 
the Court of Appeal for Northern Ireland. 
When the case came before the House of 
Lords they decided that the jury’s verdict 
of negligence should not be disturbed and 
therefore approved the award of £5,668 
(a figure reduced from £6,520 on grounds 
of contributory negligence) granted by 
the jury. In approving the amount Lord 
Tucker pointed out that it was appreciably 
higher than he would have thought it 
proper for a judge to award, but as it 
was made by a jury it should be confirmed 
as it Was not so extravagant that it should 
be amended. 

The facts of the case were these. The 
appellant, who was a labourer and had 
only been employed on this job some 3 
or 4 weeks, was faced with carrying a 
heavy bucket of cement weighing 3 stone 
down a roof ladder with rungs 1{ ins. 
from the slates of the roof, in an upright 
position on a slope of 37 degrees. He 
had no adequate handhold and was wear- 
ing rubber boots which were 2 sizes too 
large for him, and because they were 
wet, afforded a precarious grip. As a 
result he slipped and fell a distance of 
some 6 ft. against a sloping glass roof. His 
right arm had to be amputated and he 
had to wear an artificial limb and hand. 
He suffered pain and his prospects in his 
job were reduced. 

There were certain initial questions: 
whether the need for a handrail or hand- 
hold had been specifically pleaded and 
whether the appellant has compromised 
his case by a reply to the judge that there 
was no connection between the accident 
and the rubber boots. The crux of the 
decision was based on the weight to be 
given to expert evidence of accepted 
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practice in the trade in refuting evidence 
of negligence. An expert with twenty 
years’ experience of carrying cement on 
roofs when asked ‘How far does this 
accord with good practice?’ replied, ‘ For 
the type of access to building work I 
would say that it is perfectly in accord 
with good practice.’ 

The Court of Appeal ‘in Northern 
Ireland took the view that this was un- 
challenged evidence of practice and there- 
fore conclusive. In so doing they paid 
regard to the words of Lord Dunedin in 
Morton v William Dixon Ltd.: ‘Where 
the negligence of the employer consists of 
what I may call a fault of omission, ] 
think it is absolutely necessary that the 
proof of that fault of omission should be 
one of two kinds, either to show that it 
was a thing which was commonly done 
by other persons in like circumstances or 
to show that it was a thing which was so 
obviously wanted that it would be folly 
in anyone to neglect to provide it.’ 


Prima Facie Defence 


The House of Lords however did not 
accept the view that if there was an 
accepted practice there could not be 
negligence. They thought that regard 
should be paid to the absence of the hand- 
rail and the difficulties with the rubber 
boots. At the same time Viscount 
Simonds stressed that it would be un- 
fortunate if an employer who had set up 
a system which had been widely used 
without complaint could not rely upon it 
as at least a prima facie defence to an 
action for negligence. 

To summarise the position it would 
appear that the fact that a practice is 
recognised and generally used does not 
automatically defeat a claim for damages 
although considerable weight is attached 
to such evidence. The case also points 
out that the court does not readily disturb 
the decisions of a jury.

N this edition, which is a manual on the 

the controversy between, in broad 

terms, the ‘traditional’ and the *‘ Modern.’ 
The author himself appears to be a person 
of generous catholicity. If a building verges 
on the traditional he regards it as happily 
sympathetic with its older neighbours; if it 
verges on the modern he finds it a pleasing 
contrast to what came before. No one but 
an extremist at either end can be offended 
by that. His own work, of which several 
examples are included amongst the numer- 
ous illustrations, sits serenely on the fence 
between the opposing parties. 

But the reader will wonder, as he turns 
the pages, whether there is any real need 
for the intrusion of this controversy at all. 
What seems to matter, in a general view, is 
not so much whether the building is in the 
vanguard or the rearguard of ‘ progress’ or 
‘reaction’ but whether the building is good 
or bad, or just indifferent, in its own chosen 
vein and in its own right. Front, back, or 
centre of the line of march, good buildings 
look good and bad buildings look bad. 
That is probably what Mr. Mauger means. 
But goodness and badness are debatable 
qualities: one man’s meat is notoriously the 


other man’s poison. 

How devastating to be 
house, on which you expended such care 
and restraint, ‘looks just like a cowshed’; 
but look at the cowshed and see what an 
element of compliment the observation con- 


told that your 


tains. But there’s the rub; building in the 
country is bedevilled by things which have 
nothing to do with architecture or taste or 
even economics. There is a great deal of 
keeping up with the Joneses going on. That 
means more frills and flounces, and bits 
stuck on, when the very essence of appro- 
priate building is reticence and sheer sim- 
plicity. Nature will do the rest. 

In other words, what is important is not 
the ‘ style’ of what you build but the respect 
with which you build it—respect, that is, 
for the surrounding scene. Harmonious 
colour, quiet lines and shapes, no assertive- 
ness, no screaming for attention, good 
manners and no spoilt architectural children, 
are what the country needs, positively or 
negatively as the case may be. 

It can scarcely be said that all the build- 
ings in this book meet these requirements; 
perhaps they are not meant to. But the 
author must be thanked for bringing to- 
gether so many illustrations of buildings in 
the country, from so wide a field, and with 
so little bias, and on which the reader may, 
if he chooses, exercise a more exacting 
discrimination.

Civit ENGINEERING CONTRACTS ORGANISA- 
rion. By J. C. Maxwell-Cook. (London: 
Cleaver-Hume Press, Ltd.). Price 22s. 6d. 

IVIL engineering projects, especially 
those of appreciable size, cannot be 
undertaken without many months of careful 


preparation, When the constructional stage 
is finally reached the question of site organi- 
sation and liaison between the various prin- 
ciples has then to be considered. Clarification 
of the many aspects of planning, degrees of 
contro! by architects, engineers, surveyors, 
agents and clerks of works, is becoming 
more and more necessary. Specialisation 
coupled with the increasing use of time and 
labour-saving plant and machinery, compli- 
cates and increases the responsibility of the 
resident engineer. 

In his book, which is intended primarily 
for the resident engineer, site engineer and 
contractors agent, Mr. Maxwell-Cook 
classifies the range of duties, extent of con- 
trol, and comparative responsibilities of the 
officials who make up the contracts organisa- 
tion from the promoter to the ganger on the 
site. The work contains sound advice on site 
organisation and describes labour and 
trouble-saving devices, simple to operate and 
easy to apply. 

The author deals with the obligations and 
rights of the employer, labour problems, the 
settling of disputes, site training, site records, 
and the relationship between the principal 
site executives and their staff. In order to 
make the book complete within its intended 
field of usefulness the author has included 
typical specifications, conditions of contact, 
and examples from a bill of quantities show- 
ing units of measurement, a typical priced 
summary, and a schedule of rates of labour 
and materials. The appendices to the 
volume include a glossary of technical terms 
most commonly used and examples of stan- 
dard forms. There is a first class index. 


PRESTRESSED CONCRETE (THEORY AND 
Desicn). By R. H. Evans and E. W. 
Bennett. (London: Chapman & Hall, Ltd.) 
pp 294 plus xv. Price 60s. 


ANY books have been published in 

recent years on the design of prestressed 
concrete, but few are comparable with this 
book and it is doubtful that any are better. 
Professor Evans was one of the first in this 
country to undertake research on prestressed 
concrete and is known internationally as an 
authority on the subject; Mr. Bennett has 
been associated with him for some years and 
has specialised in prestressed concrete. 

In their preface the authors state that they 
have considered the needs of two classes of 
readers: the student for university or profes- 
sional examinations and the practising 
engineer, both of whom need a statement of 
basic principles rather than purely descrip- 
tive material relating to work completed. 
This object has been achieved in a clear and 
concise manner. 

The book is divided into three parts: 
analysis of simply-supported beams; design 
of simply-supported beams; and special 
applications. In the first part the principles 
are established theoretically but with refer- 
ence whenever necessary to experimental 
work. Methods of calculating ultimate loads 
originally derived for reinforced concrete 
members are adapted to the special condi- 
tions of prestressed concrete. Chapter 4 
gives a good treatment of principal stresses 
in the region of cable anchors. In addition 
to the worked examples there are typical 
questions with answers at the end of each 
chapter. 

The two chapters on design in the second 
part outline a procedure which can be used 
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in practice to eliminate laborious trial-and- 
error techniques. Two appendices contain 
tables for the calculation of sectional pro- 
perties of members and for obtaining deflec- 
tions and secondary bending moments. Part 
three deals with composite construction and 
miscellaneous structures such as masts, 
roads, sleepers, foundations and _ tunnel 
linings, continuous beams and frames, liquid 
retaining structures, domes and cylindrical 
shells. 

Although there are few descriptions of 
actual structures there are at the end of each 
chapter in the latter two parts many refer- 
ences to where these may be found, One 
would have wished to have had a little more 
information on the calculation of sizes and 
spacing of stirrups, particularly in composite 
construction, but this exception does not 
materially detract from the value of an 
excellent book.

ART TWO takes forward at a somewhat 
accelerated pace the introductory work 
of Part One of this book. It covers the 
second year and a substantial part of the 
third year of the National Certificate Course. 
The authors’ aim is to give as comprehen- 
sive a view as possible of the subject in rela- 
tion to building, using logical though not 
necessarily rigid development of principle 
rather than the bald statement of an accepted 
truth. The exercises endeavour to provide 
for students of varied levels of ability. 


MITCHELL’s ELEMENTARY BUILDING CoN 
STRUCTION. Revised by Raymond Moxley; 
General Editor, Denzil Nield. (London: 
B. T. Batsford, Ltd.) Price 18s. 

ETHOD and technique are constantly 
changing in the building industry ; this 
together with the introduction of many new 
materials and modified forms of conventional 
ones, makes it extremely necessary periodi- 
cally to revise such an important work. 
This new edition has been completely re- 

written with the background of modern 
trends in mind. Particular emphasis has been 
laid on those sections likely to be the subject 
of future development. Everyone connected 
technically with the industry must have a 
sound knowledge of construction and 
materials ; ‘ Michell’s’ is well known to the 
student of building, but quite anart from 
the help it gives to the student the book 
in its revised form will be a valuable asset 
as a work of reference in the library of any 
architect, surveyor or builder.

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TRAFFIC PLANNING 
By R. Rosner, ARIBA, AMTPI 


AMBURG, with more than 1,800,000 
inhabitants, is the largest town in 
Western Germany; like any city of that 
size it faces tremendous traffic problems. 
In 1955 there were 179,165 vehicles on 
Hamburg’s roads, to-day there are nearly 
300,000. In 1955, 32,721 people were 
victims of traffic accidents and this figure 
rose to 42,057 in 1958. 

A great deal of work has been carried 
out since 1950 to cope with the situation 
and even more extensive works are 
being planned. From 1949 until 1958 
£33,400,000 were spent on road works 
and until the end of 1961, ie. in three 
years, another £34,375,000 are to be 
allocated to the City Engineer’s Depart- 
ment. The department has a staff of 40 
qualified engineers, 10 technical assistants 
and 10 administrative workers. It is 
responsible for all surveys and matters 
relating to the improvement and planning 
of roads; it also co-operates with the 
joint regional planning committees of the 
federal Land of Hamburg, Nether- 
Saxony and Schleswig-Holstein. 

Improvements which have been carried 
out until now include: the construction of 
more than 100 miles of suburban roads, 
mainly for new estates; the widening of 
major thoroughfares in residential dis- 
tricts and the central area; the construc- 
tion of a six-lane through road traversing 
the central area from east to west; the 
improvement of numerous major junc- 
tions and intersections. Two of these 
improvements include a dual-level inter- 
section at Berliner Tor and a large signal- 
controlled round-about at Sechslingspforte 
with sub-surface segregation of pedestrian 
and cycle traffic. There are many other 
works: the widening of an important 
road bridge across the River Elbe and 
the construction of a very handsome road 
bridge across the Alster lakes in the 
centre of the town; the construction of a 
new underground line from the central 
area to a densely populated suburb; the 
construction of a four-lane through road 
to the suburb of Bergedorf. 

Immediate future projects include:—

1. Parking facilities for 25,000 vehicles 
in and around the central area. 

2. A by-pass motorway linking the 
existing motorways (autobahnen) from 
Hamburg to Liibeck, Bremen and Han- 
over. 

3. Several dual-level intersections along 
the route of the ring road which encircles 
the central area. The first of these inter- 
sections will be a fly-over leading into a 
tunnel which in turn passes beneath three 
major thoroughfares. 

4. The construction of a second east- 
west through-road across the central 
area and a major road running from 
north to south.

Parking space standards related to recent- 
ly erected buildings are as follows: One 
parking place for 870 sq. ft. of office area, 
or 670 sq. ft. of general stores, or 430 
sq. ft. of shops, or 5 seats of a central 
area cinema, or 10-12 seats of a suburban 
cinema. 

Nearly 2,000 kerbside parking places 
within the central area are metered. At 
present there are three large multi-storey 
garages and one underground garage, 
three storeys deep; eventually there will 
be 20 multi-storey garages. 

The authorities are hoping to reduce 
congestion within the central area by 
building park-and-ride places outside the 
inner ring road. Particularly car owners 
in the lower income groups will be 
encouraged to park there by keeping 
charges very low indeed whilst keeping 
them high in the centre. This move is 
more sensible than appears at first sight 
when one considers that in 1950 only 6 


service. 
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to 7 per cent of people in the lower 
income groups owned a car, whilst to-day 
the percentage has risen to over 30. 

Iwo large vacant sites east and west 
of the central area will be used for park- 
and-ride places. When their capacity is 
fully used, the western car park will be 
extended underground, whilst the eastern 
car park will have an additional multi- 
storey garage. 

The establishment of several central 
area bus routes is closely linked with the 
park-and-ride places outside the area 
Newly designed and comfortable little 
buses carrying 18 passengers have been 
running around and across the central 
area for a year now. But, unfortunately, 
the service has been a failure and is likely 
to remain so until parts of the city centre 
are closed to vehicular traffic 


The Hamburg By-pass 


Construction has started on a by-pass 
linking the federal motorway (autobahn) 
Hamburg-Liibeck with the federal motor 
way from Hamburg to Bremen and 
Hanover. The entries to the motorways 
are three miles from the centre of Ham 
burg. One motorway runs in a north- 
eastern direction to the Baltic ports of 
Liibeck and Travemiinde; the latter is 
the terminus for the Scandinavian ferry 
The other federal motorway 
runs in a southern direction towards 
Hanover and westerly towards the port 
of Bremen. Traffic between these two 
motorways passes through the centre of 
Hamburg and causes a lot of congestion. 

A by-pass circumventing the built-up 
areas and linking the motorways is now 
in the course of construction; it will be 
8.3 miles long and 100 ft. wide. Many 
natural obstacles must be overcome: in 
the lowlands of the Elbe 13 ft. of peat 
must be removed until firm ground is 
reached. A bridge, 1,000 ft. long, a 
tunnel, 1,050 ft. in length, three major 
cuttings and 18 dual-level intersections 
will have to be built. The by-pass leads 
into the motorways by means of fly-over 
junctions. Works will be completed in 
1961 and the Federal Government has 
set aside a sum of £2,600,000 for the first 
phase of construction,

THE FUTURE OF PUBLIC 
TRANSPORT 
A Paper at the TPI Spring Meeting 


PAPER on ‘The Future of Public 

Transport in Town and Country’ was 
given by Mr. J. D. C. CHURCHILL, cn May 
22, at the annual spring meeting of the Town 
Pianning Institute, held at Southport on May 
21 and 22. In conclusion, Mr. Churchill gave 
the following summary of his paper: 

First, the outlook for public transport is 
not entirely gloomy, though the road services 
part of the industry may have to face a 
further decline in traffic. 

Second, exceptions to the declining trend 
are latterly the urban passenger railway ser- 
vices of London which, being proof against 
street congestion, are able to offer passengers 
a regular, quick and relatively cheap service 
(through season ticket rates and the ability 
to carry heavy loads). 

Third, the ordinary stopping bus service is 
unable to compete with personal transport in 
speed from door to door; regularity of ser- 
vice in the cities is made extremely difficult 
by street congestion; in rural areas scattered 
development makes frequent service too ex- 
pensive and infrequent service is an induce- 
ment to passengers to resort to personal 
transport, 

Fourth, the foregoing thoughts indicate 
that for the large modern city a system of 
urban rail transport, probably underground, 
is an essential for survival and healthy 
growth. This conclusion is supported by 
experience in major Western cities and some 
in the East. 

In London, there already exists a fully 
integrated system, co-ordinated with the 
suburban services of British Railways. One 
gap remains to be filled by building the 
Victoria Line. Although the new tube is 
widely acknowledged to be a social neces- 
sity, it will not, by itself, cover expenses. 
London is believed to be the only city in the 
world in which the full cost of underground 
railway construction falls on the transport 
operator. 

The public transport operator is fully alive 
to the need of keeping his undertaking up 
to date technically and vast sums are being 
spent to this end. But there seems to be no 
immediate means of achieving the substantial 
savings of labour open to manufacturing 
industry. The automatic driving of trains 
and buses is some way off. It follows that 
the cost of transport must tend to become 
relatively more expensive than manufactured 
articles. 

Finally, I end on a note of confidence in 
the future of public transport, albeit prob- 
ably on a more reduced scale than to-day. 
There must come a point at which public 
transport on the one hand and personal 
transport on the other have reached a posi- 
tion of balance; each form of transport has 
acknowledged functions to perform. It is in 
all our interests to bring that about, and 
quickly, for on it hinges the further develop- 
ment and burgeoning of town life. 
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A CASE FOR TARGET-COST CONTRACTS

Prejudice dies slowly but the goodwill built up by many building and civil engineer- 
ing contractors over past years has done much to instill faith in building owners and 
allay the fears of architects, engineers and quantity surveyors in the use of target-cost 
contracts. This article describes the value of target-cost contracts and explains why a 
wider use of them can now, with confidence, be made. 


N 1944 Her Majesty’s Stationery Office 
published a booklet called ‘The 
Placing and Management of Building 
Contracts.’ The distinguished fact-find- 
ing committee who prepared the text of 
the booklet, under the chairmanship of 
Sir Ernest Simon, LLD, MInstCE, 
MIMechE, Hon. ARIBA, dealt with cost 
reimbursement contracts at some length. 
Their conclusions were that these types 
of contracts should not be dealt with by 
placing the contracts with the firms who 
offer to carry out the work at the lowest 
fees, but rather on the basis of their 
reputation. 

There is no doubt as to the soundness 
of that recommendation. For if a cost 
reimbursement contract is entered into 
with an unreliable contractor or, if it is 
based upon unsound contractual proce- 
dure and a dispute arises, the difficulties 
to be overcome would indeed be great. 
That applies to all contracts however, 
but the risk to a building owner or a 
building contractor if they depart from 
standard forms of contract without 
proper guidance, can be greater in the 
case of cost reimbursement contracts. 


Target-Cost Principles 


However, in certain special cases it 
may be of considerable advantage to use 
a contract based upon target-cost princi- 
ples. If, for example, a building owner 
or developer requires building works to 
be carried out very urgently and the work 
commenced before working drawings and 
a specification are completed, and it is 
vital that the building should be ready 
for occupation and the ‘ machinery turn- 
ing’ at a predetermined date, it would 
be to his great advantage to avail himself 
of all the facilities the building contractor 
has to offer. He should take the builder 
out of the field of competition and stride 
confidently alongside him, mutually 
bound to him with a soundly based target- 
cost contract. 

This commendable spirit in building 
contractual relations can enhance the 
chance of getting the work done satisfac- 
torily without involving the owner in any 
more expenditure than a normal type of 
lump sum contract awarded as a result 
of competitive tendering. In fact, the 
contract conditions can be framed in 
such a way as to spur the efficient builder 
to greater efficiency, to encourage him to 
be more cost-conscious and to execute a 
first-class job. 

The success of a target-cost contract 
depends on reliable people. The owner 
must know what he requires and should 
provide his architect, or engineer, with 
firm ideas upon which the building can 
be designed. The framework of the con- 
tract document must be carefully com- 
piled by the quantity surveyor, architect 
or engineer on behalf of the owner and 


the builder’s quantity surveyor, or other 
competent representative, on behalf of 
the building contractor. 

The rules for establishing costs, target 
price, variations, fixed and variable fees, 
bonuses and damages must be straight- 
forward, clearly defined and understood 
by all. The rights and obligations of 
both parties must be absolute and the 
items of costs should be clearly tabulated 
and embodied in the contract document 
so as to eliminate the chance of ambigu- 
ity and the conditions should prescribe 
a formula for the correct financial settle- 
ment of the contract. 

The builder should provide all pre- 
planning facilities, staff work and plant 
information to ensure success from the 
outset of negotiations. 

All parties involved in the programme 
of works should work as a close-knitted 
team. It may be said by some cynics 
that these things are all very well in 
theory, or in print, but never work. That 
is not so. Such a spirit of teamwork 
does prevail in some large building firms 
and it is that spirit which has made them 
great and is offered to building owners 
as a natural part of their service. The 
spirit is inherent and the building owner 
should sense it the moment early negotia- 
tions on a contract commence. He 
should leave the first meeting with the 
builder with confidence and be quite 
convinced of the intrinsic value and 
technical ability of the builder's staff with 
whom he may have been negotiating. 

At first sight target-cost contract condi- 
tions look formidable, but if the frame- 
work is sound there should be no trouble 
in applying the principles laid down. 


The Target Price 

Assuming that drawings and a speci- 
fication have been prepared, the proce- 
dure for compiling the contract docu- 
ments and their use during the progress 
of the works, and on completion of the 
contract, will be on similar lines to the 
following: 

The building owner, architect or engi- 
neer on his behalf, should appoint a 
quantity surveyor to prepare a bil! of 
quantities in order that a target price 
may be calculated. When the bill is 
ready it is passed to the builder, together 
with the drawings and specification for 
pricing. When the bill is priced by the 
builder’s estimator it is returned to the 
surveyor who should examine the unit 
prices and satisfy himself that they are 
fair and reasonable. If he has certain 
points to raise concerning the prices, it 
is his job to arrange a meeting with 
the builder’s estimator to discuss them. 
There may be certain prices that appear 
exorbitant and others may seem com- 
paratively low; other inconsistencies may 
require explanation. 
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The estimator should always be ready 
and willing to satisfy the quantity sur- 
veyor on all matters concerning his prices 
and produce his price analyses and 
explain, without hesitation, how certain 
unit prices have been calculated. Natur- 
ally, the estimator is fully conversant 
with his firm’s organisation, labour and 
plant capacity, whilst the quantity 
surveyor, not being armed with that 
information, should be enlightened in 
those matters so far as it may affect the 
contract. 


Ensuring an Accurate Price 


There must be close co-operation at 
this stage of the negotiations to ensure 
that the target price is as accurate as 
possible, having regard to the complete- 
ness of the drawings and specifications 
at the time the bill of quantities was 
prepared. The surveyor and estimator 
may agree that the rates are to be inclu- 
sive. That is to say, they should cover 
all direct site charges or preliminaries. 

On the other hand, a ‘ preliminaries 
section” may be compiled and priced 
separately in the bill of quantities. In 
either case the rates should not allow for 
any Overheads, profit or discounts for the 
builder. The rates should be on a 
prime-cost basis, including only labour, 
materials and plant; if the rates are to 
be inclusive, however, direct site charges 
should also be allowed for in the rates. 
The builder’s overheads and profit should 
be taken care of in the fee, in the 
same way as fees paid to professional 
surveyors, architects and engineers. 


Formulating Procedure 


When the bill has been priced, the rates 
agreed and the builder’s fee approved, the 
next step is to formulate the procedure 
for dealing with the keeping of cost 
accounts, payments to be made to the 
builder and sub-contractors during the 
progress of the works, and the effect on 
the payments made should the revised 
target price and/or costs vary from the 
original estimate. 

This procedure should be defined in the 
conditions of contract. The following 
clauses are simple examples of such con- 
ditions : — 


1. The works shall be measured and 
priced by the surveyor using the units of 
measurement and rates contained in the 
bill of quantities to obtain a _ revised 
target price. The builder or his repre- 
sentative will be invited to attend at the 
time of measurement to agree the quanti- 
ties so measured by the surveyor. 


2. At the end of each month the 
builder or his representative shall prepare 
and submit to the surveyor a statement 
showing cumulative costs as expended by 
him on behalf of the works. The state- 
ment to be supported by invoices, receipts, 
vouchers and all relevant documents 
required by the surveyor. The surveyor 
shall check the statement and supporting 
documents and pass them to the archi- 
tect for his approval. The architect is 
then to issue a certificate authorising pay- 
ment to the builder. 


3. The target price for the works is 
£100,000 as calculated from the con- 
tractual rates contained in the bill of 
quantities and is deemed to contain all 
items of preliminaries as tabulated in 
Appendix A of the Conditions of Con-

ference, And if the revised target price 
is greater than the actual costs the fee 
due to the builder to be increased by 
fifteen per cent of such difference. Pro- 
vided that the fee to the builder shall 
not be less than £5,000. 

With the foregoing conditions of con- 
tract in mind assume that the works have 
been completed within the ten months 
contract period and that careful progres- 
sive measurement of all work executed 
and accurate costs have been kept; also 
up to and including the ninth month the 
cumulative costs were £80,000 and the fee 
£9,000, both sums having been paid to the 
builder. 


From this information the following 
statements and final accounts have been 
prepared, firstly, to show the benefit 
derived by the builder as a reward for 
effecting economies and, secondly, to 
show his loss of fee for allowing the costs 
to exceed the revised target price.

To enable a check on the financial 
position of a target-cost contract to be 
made from time to time, the following 
formule are given. From them the 
revised fee to the builder and the 
current bonus or damages position can 
be readily determined.

The total amount payable to the Builder by way 
of Revised Fee, fess Damages in this case= 
£9,000 — 1,500 = £7,500. 


Summarising the case for the target-cost 
contract it is clear then that inducements 
for both the building owner and the 
building and civil engineering contractor 
can be introduced into contract con- 
ditions. In Case I the builder made a 
financial gain of £4,000 over his original 
fee because the owner benefited by an 
amount equal to £20,000; this amount of 
money was a saving on the contract as 
a result of the builder’s efficiency. That 
kind of efficiency is not uncommon in 
some building and civil engineering firms 
and is brought about by the proper use 
of plant, correct deployment of labour, 
the careful buying and progressing of 
materials and by the employment of tech- 
nical staff fully trained and experienced 
who have the skill to channel all energy 
in the right direction at the right time. 


CODE OF PRACTICE 


British Standard for Tile Flooring 
and Slab Flooring (CP 202 : 1959) 


teen work involved in the laying of clay 
tile or concrete tile flooring, brick floor 
ing and natural or cast stone flooring bedded 
on a solid base is dealt with in a revised 
Code of Practice issued by the British Stan- 
dards Institution. The title of the 19-page 
publication, price 5s., is CP. 202: 1959, * Tile 
flooring and slab flooring.’ 

In a section devoted to design the Code 
provides guidance on the influence of site 
conditions on the base and floor covering, 
and points to the need to use a damp-proof 
membrane beneath the base. The relation- 
ship between base (solid and suspended floor 
construction) and finish is discussed at length, 
particularly in regard to failures arising from 
the variable stress in the base and finish 
which leads to recommendations for bedding 
the floor finish on a separating layer. The 
durability of the recommended floor finish 
ing materials is considered in relation to 
their resistance to mechanical failure, abra- 
sion, compression, and impact; and to the 
resistance to deterioration and degree of 
slipperiness of the finished surface. 

A section on ‘laying technique’ gives 
recommendations for laying a separating 
layer.of either sand, felt, building paper or 
polythene film, There is useful information 
on the bedding of clay tile, concrete tile and 
brick flooring in cement mortar direct to a 
base, or on a separating layer. Also dealt 
with are bedding in bituminous composition, 
dry bedding and * bituminous laid’ bedding. 

Other subjects treated in this essentially 
practical publication are the width of joints 
and the use of expansion joints, and the 
laying of natural stone and cast stone floor- 
ing, The Code concludes with a short sec 
tion on inspection of the completed flooring 
and one on maintenance. The latter gives 
guidance on the use of cleaning agents for 
the various types of floor surfaces discussed 
in the Code,

Building Developments 


The Bossom Gift Lecture, 1959 


M® ANTHONY WILLIAMS, 

ARIBA, Assistant Secretary, Royal 
Institute of British Architects, gave the 
Bossom Gift Lecture of the Chadwick 
Trust, at a meeting of the Royal Society 
of Health held in London on May 27. 
Sir Alfred Bossom, Bt, FRIBA, MP, was 
in the chair. We take the following 
extracts from Mr. Williams’ remarks : 

There could hardly be a more oppor- 
tune moment for discussion on modular 
co-ordination than the present time, when 
the draft for Part II of the British 
Standard ‘Modular Co-ordination in 
Building’ is being circulated to the 
industry for comment. This draft—its 
title is ‘The module and the range of 
modular sizes for building components’ 
—is one of the briefest ever proposed, 
which reflects the basic simplicity of the 
concept, a concept so simple as to appear 
at first sight to be naive. 

Those who sponsor the adoption of a 
module and particularly those who like our 
chairman (Sir Alfred Bossom), have devoted 
much of their time and energy to the develop- 
ment of modular co-ordination, are in a very 
similar position to Chadwick about a 
hundred years ago. They can see before them 
a practical technique, proven to their satis- 
faction, but its adoption depends upon 
others. The decision should be taken in the 
light of various considerations. It seems that 
there are two questions which have to be 
answered and these are: 

a. will the adoption of a standard system 
of modular co-ordination benefit the 
building industry now and in the future? 

and b. 
if so, is the system proposed practical? 

This evening I am going to attempt to 
assess the evidence as I see it. I am not 
going to talk about the more detailed con- 
siderations. I would like to consider modular 
co-ordination within the context of the 
development of the building industry, for if 
it is of any worth it must be an integral 
part of that development. First of all, 
though, let us try to put modular co-ordina- 
tion in context. 


Tendency to Factory Process 


This industry of ours, the building industry, 
is one of the oldest and largest in the 
country. Its expenditure amounts to about 
£1,200m. each year. Thus saving of only 
one per cent, represents over £12m.; I 
wonder if any of us would dare to say that 
savings of this order cannot be made? 

Today the underlying tendency, however 
we build, is for the material to be processed 
in the factory rather than on the site. And, 
of course, it is no longer unusual to build, 
at least above ground level, with only 
factory-made components. 

This evening I am mainly concerned with 
what we might call standard components, 
that is, either components specified in British 
Standards or those components which are 
standard so far as the particular factory 
is concerned. We also have to consider 
however, the special order. At present we 


are seldom charged for the actual cost of 
a ‘ special ’—who then pays for it? It seems 
that it must be the purchaser of the standard 
component. So that at present, users do not 
see all the benefits of smooth production 
runs to which they are probably entitled. 
This is quite a problem, but if the manufac- 
turer would charge a realistic price for 
‘ specials,” the price of the ordinary every day 
standard component could be reduced, and 
we should become aware of the advantages 
of rationalised production. 

In the past raw materials were cut or 
formed to suit the requirements of each 
particular building. Now, some 20,000 
dimensions of building components are 
specified in British Standards. But would it 
not be better if the dimensions of all products 
could be so co-ordinated that they will be 
known to fit on the site? 

The situation which faces us, and other 
industries, to-day is one of increasing com- 
plexity. One hardly needs to be reminded 
of this fact, for one has only to look at the 
roads and railways to see that the complexity 
of modern life is gradually bringing these 
services to a standstill, What is happening 
in the building industry is not dissimilar. 

The other evening at the RIBA, Mr. 
Clancey, the chief inspector of public health 
to the LCC, gave what to me was a fascinat- 
ing description of the development of sani- 
tation over the last century, I came away 
feeling that his own work was leading to 
greater simplicity arising from the need for 
greater accuracy. For accuracy one might 
read co-ordination. It is these two factors, 
simplification and co-ordination, which are 
essential for a healthy development of the 
building industry. Modular co-ordination 
in its limited field of dimensions, attempts 
just this. 


The Proposed Standard System of 
Modular Co-ordination 

The system of modular co-ordination 
which has evolved over the last few years 
is the result of work carried out by the 
Building Research Station, the British Stan- 
dards Institution and the Modular Society. 
These organisations have been working in 
close collaboration with other countries 
participating in the EPA project. As a 
result, one can say that literally hundreds of 
people have been indirectly concerned in the 
draft proposals. 

The United Kingdom delegates have made 
notable contributions to the work of the 
project, I should like to see greater recog 
nition given to the individuals concerned, 
particularly to Bruce Martin, the technical 
secretary to the project, and to William 
Allen, the leader of the United Kingdom 
delegation 

What then does the recommended stan- 
dard system consist of? First, a module: 
this is a unit of measurement, an increment, 
and the proposal is that it shall be 4 inches. 
Second, it contains a limited range of 
modular sizes. One of the present day pro- 
blems is that there are too many sizes. in 
use; the purpose of modular co-ordination is 
to reduce the number and, at the same time, 
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to co-ordinate the sizes which remain. All 
multiples of the module, 4 inches, are 
included in the range, but no other sizes 
whatsoever are included, however they might 
be derived. Third, these sizes are nominal, 
that is to say, it is recognised that compo- 
nents due to manufacturing processes are 
never quite accurate. The nominal size is 
taken as being the size of the component 
plus its joint; a simple system of tolerances 
has been evolved for determining manufac- 
turing sizes. The 4-inch module is the co- 
ordinating factor in the whole system. 

Careful study has shown that in itself the 
4-inch module will provide a range of sizes 
with sufficient correspondence to existing 
sizes combined with a very real measure of 
simplification and a high degree of additi- 
vity. 

The job before us is to agree to a system 
for the whole of the nation’s building indus- 
try; one size of module and one range of 
modular sizes, The important thing is to 
co-ordinate the sizes,.and this means that 
the size of every existing component will 
have to be checked and the majority modi- 
fied in the years to come. 

It would appear that the time has passed 
when the individual architect should deter- 
mine the sizes of components: it is too ex- 
pensive a luxury. But he does need to know 
when he comes to make his selection from 
the range of modular sizes, that the sizes 
available are suitable for his purposes, 


BS Modular Sizes 


At the present time, half our annual pro 
duction in terms of expenditure is in two- 
storey housing, the other half is in larger 
buildings. It is in this latter field that we 
are likely to see the results most widely used, 
so the change-over will depend partly upon 
the speed with which the modular sizes can 
be added to the existing British Standards. 

In housing, our most trustworthy material, 
brickwork, plays its largest part, and we 
must look to the brick industry to play an 
important role. The brick is fortunate in 
as much as it is a very small unit—one which 
has proved itself over the years. It can be 
used readily, as it always has been, to make 
up almost any wall length that is required. 
While there will be a market for modular 
bricks, a change in the size of the brick is 
far from essential. It is not necessary to 
change the size of the individual brick; what 
matters is the size of the wall, or panel; this 
is no evasion of the problem 
of the matter. 

There are two aspects to modular co-ordi- 
nation, one might be described as tangible, 
the other as intangible. I have described the 
tangible aspect, and anyone conversant with 
the design of modular building will be aware 
of the intangible aspect. The knowledge that 
all components are modular, that they can 
be only multiples of four inches, simplifies 
everyone’s job; these sizes can be carried in 
one’s head, one can know every nominal 
dimension in any building without difficulty, 
and one gets to know the ‘feel’ of them. 
Designers, manufacturers, and contractors 
alike find their work considerably more 
simple when using this restricted range. One 
should not underestimate the intangible, for 
it may be possible to discover in it many 
small, hidden savings, particularly in time, 
which could amount to a _ worthwhile 
economy.

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It is rather difficult to see that modular 
co-ordination could be otherwise than bene- 
ficial to the building industry. At the policy 
level, it would mean that each section of the 
industry would have to re-consider the 
dimensions of its products, and it is almost 
certain that they will find that modifications 
will have to be made if the simple recom- 
mendations for modular co-ordination are 
to be satisfied. 

Now few people like making changes just 
for the sake of change; they want to be 
assured that, having changed, they are not 
going to be asked to make another change 
in a few years’ time. In acting at a national 
level, there is no reason to suppose that a 
further change would be asked for. The only 
eventuality which one can foresee is that this 
country would change to the metric system; 
if this were to happen a change would have 
to be made, but whilst it would be worth- 
while for every manufacturer to take this 
into account, let us see what it would really 
involve. 

One of the advantages of the 4-inch 
module is that each modular size in the range 
has its equivalent in the 10 c.m. modular 
range of sizes used in metric countries. The 
two sizes, of course, are not the same, and 
it is unlikely that one would be able readily 
to inter-change metric components with inch 
components or inch with metric. But the 
difference in size amounts to only 1.6 per 
cent, so that allowances can be made quite 
simply in most cases for a change to the 
metric, if that were ever to come about. 

Lastly, will it work? Naturally, each per- 
son concerned wants to know how he will be 
affected, and whether his output will increase 
or decrease? How on earth, for instance, 
does one co-ordinate the dimensions of tiles, 
supply pipes, waste connections and lava- 
tory basins? A lecture lasting five years 
could hardly answer all the detailed ques- 
tions. What one can say is, however, that 
no problem of this kind which has received 
proper attention has so far remained un 
solved. 

I believe that this standard will be ap- 
proved; it is one of the most basic ever 
drafted at the British Standards Institution. 
I think that it may well have an effect greater 
than the mere co-ordination of dimensions; 
it would help to co-ordinate the building 
industry, in that it would give us all a 
greater feeling of mutual purpose.

Tue Constructional Engineering Union 
conference at Weston-super-Mare called, on

AUSTRALIA’S TALLEST BUILDING 


Twenty-six Storey Office Block to be Erected in Sydney 


LAIMED to be Australia’s tallest 

building, a 26-storey, 370 ft. high 
office block for the Australian Mutual 
Provident Society is to be erected in the 
historic Circular Quay area of Sydney, 
the nation’s birthplace. The building will 
be Sydney’s first skyscraper. It is one of 
the first to be approved since the 150 ft. 
height limit for the city was abolished in 
1957. 

The building, which will dominate the 
Circular Quay area, will replace an old 
landmark—the wool store facing the Har- 
bour and built in 1872 for Mort & Co., 
Ltd., pioneer wool firm. The new build- 
ing is scheduled for completion in 1961. 
The cost is provisionally estimated at 
about £A5m. 

The main structure will be 347 ft. 6 in. 
high and the top of the lift tower will be 
370 ft. above street level. It will house 
the entire staff—some 3,200—of the 
Society’s head office and New South 
Wales branch. 

The design of the building takes every 
advantage of the magnificent waterfront 
position and reflects some of the current 
office block constructional developments 
in the United States and Canada. The 
architect, Mr. Graham Thorp, of Peddle, 
Thorp and Walker, of Sydney, and the 
Society’s property officer, Mr. Russell 
Smith, visited North America to study 
building developments before working on 
the design. 

The vertical slab type design which 
marks many modern office block struc: 
tures has been abandoned. The building 
will be in the form of a double-crescent 
H, with irregular sides and sweeping 
curved facades to the north and south. 
The total floor space, including the base- 
ments, which will provide parking accom- 
modation for a considerable number of 
cars, is approximately 114 acres. 


Every part of the office will have a 
direct view to the outside and will be free 
of building columns. There will be an 
auditorium seating 260 on the ground 
floor and a garden and covered observa- 
tion gallery on the roof. 


The building will be air-conditioned 
and will have other special features 
including self-opening doors, a continu- 
ous conveyor system between all floors 
for the carriage of documents and mail, 
escalators from the ground floor to the 
general inquiry offices on the first floor, 
television and _ tele-writing facilities 
between the inquiry office and records, 
and glare-free fluorescent lighting.

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BUILDING BY DIRECT LABOUR 


Views of Central and Local Government 


PAPER on * Municipal Building as 
4% seen by Central and Local Govern- 
ment Authorities” was given by Mr. A. 
Ayres, ARICS, at the spring conference 
of the Institute of Municipal Building 
Managers, from which we take the fol- 
lowing extracts. Mr. Ayres said:- 

The organisers of your conference have 
asked me to speak on this subject, and | 
notice that when they wrote to me they 
asked me to refer to ‘ Municipal Build- 
ing Departments’ rather than use the 
time-honoured term * Direct Labour.’ 

It may be that there are those in local 
government building circles who have 
been to some extent unsettled by criticism 

-very often unfair—which has from 
time to time been levelled at local 
authority building departments, and _ it 
may be that they are afraid that the term 
‘direct labour ’ is being brought into dis- 
repute thereby. Whatever their fears 
upon the matter there is a good deal to 
be said for the editorial comment in a 
recent issue of the Institute’s Journal that 
the term ‘direct labour’ should, in fact, 
be something to be made proud of by 
achievement rather than to evade the 
issue by changing its denomination. 

Nevertheless, by whatever name we 
choose to call it, municipal building can 
be said to have arisen as a natural 
development from the inherent native 
organisation of local authorities carrying 
out in the early days the functions of 
maintaining the public high roads and 
the very primitive drainage systems. 
Invariably these works were carried out 
by workers employed directly by the 
parish councils and local boards as they 
were then known. : 


House-owning Authorities 


With the extension of their powers, 


local authorities became increasingly 
larger and larger property owners and the 
passing of the early Housing Acts saw a 
still greater increase in the volume of 
property owned by local authorities all 
over the country until they now own 25 
per cent. of the dwellings in the country. 
The natural development of this increase 
in their property holding was that they 
Should carry out the repair of this 
property primarily by their own 
employees—{a) in order to obtain prompt 
service, and (b) in order to have easier 
control over the work of maintaining it. 
_ The adoption of direct labour methods 
for the erection of new buildings, not- 
ably houses, by local authorities, was due 
to a variety of reasons and very many 
departments were set up for this purpose 
during the trade depression (1920s and 
1930s) with the sole idea of providing 
employment and subsequently to assist 
in the early slum clearance schemes. 

_ Since the war there has been seen still 
further expansion of the use of directly 
employed operatives on the building of 
new housing work. It was perhaps the 
natural development of the war-time use 
of building departments to carry out 
extensive war damage repairs in many 
parts of the country coupled with the 
need for undertaking and building as 


rapidly as possible the very large housing 
programmes which faced many local 
authorities at the end of the war. Yet 
another reason for the adoption of direct 
labour at this time by local authorities 
was in some districts the inability to 
obtain contractors to quote for the work 
and the high prices which were being 
quoted when tenders were, in fact, 
received, and in those cases local authori- 
ties took the only step open to them of 
establishing their own departments either 
to control prices or, in fact, to get the 
work done at all. 

There can be no doubt that in the 
majority of cases the ventures were suc- 
cessful, but unfortunately there were 
failures. Reviewing the reasons for some 
of these failures over a number of years 
one has generally been forced to the-con- 
clusion that either there was some lack 
of experience in those’ in charge of the 
direction of the departments, or it was 
due to the restrictions laid upon the 
department by the very authorities which 
ought to have seen that any such restric- 
tions were removed in the first instance. 
It should be transparently clear that it is 
not possible to conduct a competitive 
business undertaking within the frame- 
work of standing orders which were 
specifically designed by municipal local 
authorities as safeguards covering activi- 
ties far removed from normal trading 
practices. 

Contractors and Housing 


The speaker continued: Let us stop and 
examine for a moment the facts as they 
have existed since the war in the building 
industry. Everyone will recall the period 
when the Government wished greatly to 
expand the housing programme and the 
pressing directions which were received 
by local authorities to negotiate prices 
with contractors wherever possible in 
order to expand the building programme 
as rapidly as posstble and to meet the 
national need. There can be no doubt 
that direct labour departments at this 
stage played a not inconsiderable part in 
solving the housing needs, both by their 
contribution in the number of houses they 
built and ‘by providing a most useful 
check upon the high prices which were 
being experienced even where tenders had 
been obtained. 

With the progressive removal of restric- 
tions on industrial and luxury building 
over the post-war years this condition per- 
sisted until some time in 1957/1958, when 
the Government felt compelled to 
increase the Bank rate so tremendously, 
with the inevitable cutback upon capital 
investment upon factory and office 
building. 

The profitable market which had here- 
tofore been available to the industry 
began to dwindle and it is perhaps not 
unnatural that the contracting industry 
turned its attention to the market of hous- 
ing work which was known to exist. The 
list of contractors willing to tender got 
longer and longer and prices keener. 

The Bank rate has now been eased and 
I think that it is not out of place to 
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forecast a gradual return of the more 
profitable forms of building which existed 
in the early post-war years. Indeed, there 
are indications that there might be even a 
greater demand in the larger towns and 
cities. If this forecast is realised one can 
reasonably expect a return to the shorter 
lists of tenders and the less keen prices. 
The corollary will be that both local and 
central authorities will again have to rely 
upon their direct labour departments to 
fill the gaps left in the housing pro 
gramme if these conditions persist. 


Conclusions 


After tracing the expressed views of 
central and local government authorities 
on the organisation of labour, Mr. 
Ayres said that, summarised, they were 
as follows:— 

(1) A senior responsible officer free as a 
private contractor was needed (a) to purchase 
all his material as a builder would. (b) To 
engage and discharge labour, (c) to purchase 
or hire the plant he needs. 

(2) There should be adequate well-trained 
staff. 

(3) There should be a reasonable con- 
tinuity of work. 

(4) Standing orders should be revised or 
relaxed to enable the department to compete. 

(5) The department should be required to 
submit tenders in competition from time to 
time. 

(6) The department should, by experience, 
be allowed to negotiate a proportion of the 
work it needs. : 

Local Authority representatives and 
managers should re-examine their own 
arrangements in the light of these 
cardinal principles with which the Insti- 
tute as building managers found little 
fault. 

Local authorities should ask themselves 
afresh whether they have not, in fact, 
asked their managers to perform the 
almost impossible, especially where wage 
overheads (conditions) are concerned. 

Local authorities should as far as pos- 
sible avoid making their departments 
political aunt sallies ‘but rather try to see 
that they are businesslike and efficient as 
the organisations of the best in the 
industry. ‘Do not give your managers a 
task and then take away the tools they 
need. Encourage them, take off the 
shackles of standing orders, insist on 
reviewing the overhead charges and 
on-costs which your departments are 
often unfairly called on to bear, but see 
that they carry all proper charges, but 
only proper charges. Listen to your 
officers and like Chesterfield you will be 
well advised and I am sure that you will 
be equally successful,’ said Mr. Ayres, 
adding: : 

‘To the members, be everlastingly alert 
to all developments, not so much in the 
techniques of building, important as they 
are, but in all the techniques of your job 
as administrators and managers of what 
are in fact the only businesses in local 
government. Keep always an open mind 
and a constantly youthful, exploring, 
adventuring approach to your job. 

‘Direct labour is the latest of local 
government services—it must also be the 
most efficient or it will not succeed in the 
very atmosphere of competition in which 
it must exist.’

HARDWOODS, FOR STRUCTURAL PURPOSES 


TDA Research 


N recent years there has been an appre- 

ciable increase in the use of hard- 
woods for structural purposes, with which 
the familiar softwood timbers are norm- 
ally associated. The trend has created 
considerable difficulties for designers and 
engineers. The choice of hardwood 
species which might be considered for 
structural uses is wide and as yet there is 
little information other than that which 
empirical evidence affords to indicate 
which timbers are most suitable for highly 
stressed members and what, in more pre- 
cise terms, their respective strength values 
may be. 

In an effort to bridge the gap in present 
knowledge the TDA has instituted a pro- 
gramme of research on hardwoods showing 
promise as structural timbers. To date. 
three reports bearing on this subject have 
been published and copies of them may now 
be obtained, price 3s. 6d. each, from TDA 
head office, 21 College-hill, London. EC4. 
The titles of the reports are: * Hardwoods 
for Structural Purposes, by L. G. Booth. 
MA, PhD (TDA Information Bulletin 
E/IB/1); ‘Static Bending Tests on Keruing 
and Red Meranti in Structural Sizes,’ by 
L. G. Booth, MA, PhD, and F. Silvester, 
FBICC, AIWSc (TDA Test Record 
E/TR/2); * Static Bending Tests on Utile in 
Structural Sizes,” by L. G. Booth, MA. PhD 
(TDA Test Record E/TR/14). 

The first of these reports (E/IB/1) may 
be considered in some sense as a_ back- 
ground document supporting the present 
series of laboratory tests. It summarises in 
advance of actual tests on structural sizes 
the sum of information available at the 
time. including that obtained from tests on 
small clear specimens. In tabulated form 
the survey gives comparative information 
about 35 hardwood timbers available for 
structural work in this country. Mechanical 
and other properties are described under the 
following headings: density; ultimate stress 
in bending, compression and shear; elastic 
modulus: natural durability, resistance to 
impregnation with preservatives; resistance 
in cutting; blunting effect; bending pro- 
perties. A supplementary table provides 


information about the sizes and lengths in 
which the 35 hardwoods are normally avail- 
able in this country. Also included in the 
report is a break-down of UK imports of 
the timbers listed. 

In the second report (E/TR/2), which 
deals with the first series of tests applied by 
the Association to ordinary structural sizes. 
two promising far-eastern timbers—Keruing 
and Red Meranti—are discussed, and the 
results obtained from 50 specimens measur- 
ing 11 ft. x 2 in. x 6 in. are plotted. Timber 
for the tests was selected from parcels held 
by six firms in London and Liverpool and 
was adjudged to represent a fair commercial 
sampling. 

In the test method described in the report 
the specimens were supported on swivel 
bearers 10 ft. apart and equal loads were 
supplied at points 3 ft. 4 in. from the sup- 
ports. The loads were applied by knife edges 
bearing on steel plates. The steel plates 
were attached to curved hardwood loading 
heads under which were placed } in. steel 
plates 24 in. wide x 9 in. long. The beams 
were laterally stabilised at the centre of the 
span by means of counterbalanced rotating 
arms. At load increments of 500 Ib. the 
deflection was measured at the centre of the 
span by means of a vernier tape in conjunc- 
tion with a spring loaded steel wire. Imme 
diately after test, samples were cut from 
each beam for the determination of moisture 
content and density. 

The report briefly summarises the out- 
come of the tests, which indicate, incident- 
ally, that Keruing is somewhat stronger than 
Red Meranti, while tables printed with it 
contain details of load deflections and the 
strengths exhibited by individual specimens. 

The third report (E/TR/14) presents sub- 
stantially similar information about Utile, 
but in this experiment the test procedure 
was revised slightly to accommodate use of 
a 30-ton Avery Universal Testing Machine 
The test results in this instance were rather 
disappointing and the TDA officer concerned 
with analysis of the tests concludes that 
Utile is unsuitable for certain structural pur- 
poses, in which the occurrence of local areas 
of steeply sloped interlocked grain may be

Extension and Reconstruction of 
Fanum House, Leicester 
Described by 


ESLIE & CO. Ltd. took over the site 

on October 1, 1956, to begin the exten- 

sive operations which were necessary to pro- 

vide a link on all floors between the existing 

building and the extension which was to be 
added to it. 

Several factors made it impracticable to 
operate a crane after completion of the stecl 
frame of the new extension, and all hoisting 
had to be carried out by platform hoists. 

Use of Hoists and Pallets——The roof area 
of the first section to be completed was cut 
short by the mansards, but a crane with a 
very long jib could not have operated satis- 
factorily because of roof obstructions such as 
pipe ducts, ventilating plant and the motor 
house for the lifts. Also, since the lower 
portions of the extension were to be handed 
over progressively as the superstructure rose, 
it was impracticable for a crane with a mast 
to be accommodated through the structure. 

In addition to the normal method of 
raising bricks, concrete and other materials 
by platform hoists, a specially adapted heavy 
type of platform hoist was needed to raise 
the stone—some pieces weighing as much 
as two tons each,

Problems of Temporary Occupation.—So 
that the lower floors could be occupied 
before the superstructure was completed, the 
new building was made water-tight at 
fourth-floor level with temporary roofing 
felt. This enabled departments to be trans- 
ferred progressively from that part of the 
old building forming the link 
with the new extension on 
the Leicester-square front, so 
that demolition and recon- 
struction work could begin 
there. 

Temporary accommoda- 
tion of the information 
bureau on the first floor of 
the new extension involved 
a complete duplication of 
the telephone system and 
operators’ desks so_ that 
when the switch-over took 
place there was no hitch in 
the working of the depart- 
ment. 

Sheet Piling——The large 
ground floor space incorpora 
ting the new main entrance 
hall and reception area was 
spanned by heavy steelwork, 
necessitating foundations of 
a very substantial nature. These extending 
to the kerb line of Leicester-square, involved 
the driving of heavy sheet piling. This en- 
abled the foundation work to proceed un 
hampered by extensive shoring. Interference 


Two stages in the erection of the steelwork to carry the ground floor in the existing building 
at new ground floor level before demolition of mezzanine, still in occupation 
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with traffic in Leicester-ssquare was kept to 
a minimum. 

Piles were also driven against the existing 
building to avoid underpinning. Bases were 
concreted with ready-mixed concrete which 
was brought in a continuous flow of vehicles 
to within shooting distance. These methods 
greatly speeded the foundation work.

Batch Type Concrete Mixers 
(BS 1305 : 1959) 

THIS REVISED publication deals with tilting 
and non-tilting batch type concrete mixers. 
It contains requirements for water tanks and 
fittings, loaders, hoppers, discharge heights. 
roadworthiness, driving units, etc, Four 
specified sizes for tilting mixers, and six sizes 
for the non-tilting type. 

The standard (price 4s. 6d.) is now much 
more clearly laid out, and its technical con- 
tent differs in some respects from that of 
the 1954 edition. Changes include additional 
provisions to enhance the safety of power 
loaders, and the inclusion of requirements 
for the scale graduations and increments of 
discharge of automatic tanks.

Electric Lifts Single-speed Polyphase 
Induction Motors for Driving Lifts 
(BS 2655 : Part 2 : 1959) 


A MODERN type of electric motor widely 
used for driving lifts is dealt with in this new 
publication (price 4s.), (Parts 1 and 3 dealt 
with ‘General requirements’ and with 
‘Outline dimensions for electric lifts’ 
respectively). 

Specifically, the standard applies to single- 
speed polyphase slip-ring and squirrel-cage 
induction motors for lifts which require a 
driving power of not less than | hp. 

A special feature of the standard is a 
clause dealing with ‘Class of lift rating.’ 
This lays down standard duty cycles of 90 
and 180 starts per hour, together with the 
‘sequences’ of which they are to be com- 
prised. The information should prove of 
great value in designing or choosing lift 
motors. The last of the new standards’ four 
appendices contains a 14-point summary of 
the type of information which an intending 
buyer should supply with his enquiry or 
order. 

Although it will still be necessary to use 
BS 2613 (‘ Electrical performance of rotating 
electrical machinery’) as a basis for the 
ordering and supply of lift motors, this new 
specification will prove invaluable because it 
contains many additional requirements neces- 
sary for successfu! lift operation. 


Heat Sensitive Detectors For 
Automatic Fire Alarm Systems in 
Buildings (BS 3116 : 1959) 


THe ‘port’ cr ‘spot’ detectors dealt 
with in this new British Standard are small 
but vital components of automatic fire alarm 
systems used in buildings. They are fixed to 
ceilings: and their role, when affected by hot 
gases from the fire, is to set off the alarm 
This new publication, price 4s., specifies type 
tests for ensuring that the detectors will 
operate satisfactorily. 


Magnesium and Magnesium Alloy 
Ingots and Castings for General 
Engineering Purposes 
(BS 2970 : 1959) 

THIS NEW PUBLICATION (42 pp., illustrated) 
price 8s. 6d., supersedes the earlier series 
of standards for Magnesium alloy ingots and 


castings-BS 1272-1280. The requirements 
of the earlier standards have been amended 
in the light of more recent experience in 
magnesium alloys. Specifications for pure 
magnesium ingots, and for five new alloys 
in various conditions, have been added. 
The new specification has been modelled 
on BS 1490 (Aluminium alloy ingots and 
castings) in that general requirements are 
grouped in Sections One and Two for Ingots 
and Castings respectively, and _ specific 
requirements for each material are included 
in separate sections. Alloy numbers have 
been allocated to each material prefixed by 
the letters MAG and symbols are used to 
indicate form and condition, as in BS 1490. 


Nickel and Nickel Alloys 

THE BRITISH STANDARDs INSTITUTION have 
issued six standards on nickel and nickel 
alloys, they are:——-Nicke! copper alloy cast- 
ings (BS 3071: 1959, price 4s.); nickel and 
nickel alloys—sheet (BS 3072: 1959, price 
5s.); nickel and nickel alloys—strip (BS 3073: 
1959, price 5s.); nickel and nickel alloys— 
tube (BS 3074: 1959, price 5s.); nickel and 
nickel alloys-—-wire (BS 3075: 1959, price 
4s.); nickel and nickel alloys—rods and 
sections (BS 3076: 1959, price 5s.). This 
series of six British Standards for nickel and 
nickel alloys supersedes the earlier series, BS 
1525-1537, issued in 1949. This referred to 
one nickel copper alloy, but its successor, 
BS 3071, includes requirements for two fur- 
ther alloys with higher silicon contents; they 
have been added to meet service require- 
ments. 

The standards for wrought materials have 
been re-grouped so that one document applies 
to each wrought form, as in the BS 1470-1477 
series for aluminium, and in the schedules of 
wrought copper and copper alloys which are 
in course of preparation. 

The requirements for the three materials 
included in the earlier series of standards 
have been amended, and a fourth material— 
low carbon nickel—has been included for 
some forms. Code numbers have been 
allocated to them and are used throughout 
the series, but associated with the British 
Standard number for each wrought form. 

Sheet and strip material, previously dealt 
with under one cover, are now the subject 
of separate standards. 


Mastic Asphalt for Flooring (natural 
rock asphalt aggregate) 
(BS 1410 : 1959) 


BRITISH STANDARD 1410: 1959, price 4s. 6d., 
is the seventh revised standard in the series 
dealing with mastic asphalt for building 
purposes. All seven publications now incor- 
porate up-to-date technical developments. 

The standard deals with flooring for a 
wide range of purposes, from ‘light duty’ 
floors for foot traffic to ‘ heavy duty’ indus- 
trial flooring. A new feature is the inclusion 
of requirements for mastic asphalt when used 
as a waterproof base coat to receive flexible 
sheet and tile materials. 

There are requirements for the physical 
properties of each constituent material (the 
asphaltic cement, the natural rock asphalt 
and the course aggregate) and for the mastic 
asphalt mixture. Requirements for the 
remelting on site of the mastic asphalt blocks 
are also specified. For certain of the 
sampling and testing procedures, reference is 
made to the recent revision of BS. 598. 
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‘Sampling and Examination of Bituminous 
Mixtures for Roads and Buildings.’ For 
some other tests, Institute of Petroleum 
standard methods are specified, pending the 
preparation of British Standard methods of 
test. 

An appendix summarises the recommen- 
dations given in BS Code of Practice CP 
204 ‘In-Situ Flooring’ for the application 
of the mastic asphalt flooring. 


Metal Skirtings, Picture Rails and 
Beads 
(BS 1246 : 1959) 

THIS REVISED publication (price 4s.), 
(12 pp., 10 illustrations) was prepared to 
incorporate requirements for screed beads 
and plaster beads and to take into account 
recent improvements in skirtings, picture rails 
and angle beads. 

Arranged in three sections (* Metal skirt- 
ings,’ * Steel angle beads,’ ‘ Steel screed bead 
and casting beads ’) the standard specifies for 
each class of product requirements for 
material, manufacture, dimensions and finish. 
Whereas the previous edition laid down that 
the articles were to have a painted finish, the 
present requirement is for a galvanised finish 
obtained by the new process of * tight rolling ° 
the zinc on to the steel sheet. 

Two new forms of bead suitable for finish- 
ing plaster at breaks have been included ; 
also a screed bead for slab work, the height 
of which can be fixed by varying the angle of 
the wings of the bead. 


Power-Driven Mast Hoists for 
Materials 


(BS 3125 : 1959) 


THIS PUBLICATION, (price 5s.) (20 pp. illus- 
trated) provides guidance for the manufac- 
turer and the user of builders’ hoists of the 
mast type. It specifies requirements for a 
non-passenger power driven hoist not exceed- 
ing 50 cwt. capacity, for temporary use on 
construction work, in which a platform for 
lifting materials is supported and guided by 
a mast. 

Because of its use in exposed situations 
there are inherent dangers in this type of 
hoist. The standard requires, therefore, that 
minimum safety requirements be observed 
and that design and testing are, as far as 
possible, in conformity with cranes in general. 

Qualities of material and equipment are 
specified for all important parts of the hoist. 
For this purpose, a 4-page appendix lists 
specified British Standards under five main 
headings: Materials, structural details, 
machinery and machinery details, electrical 
machinery and equipment, lifting equipment. 

One of the standards’ four appendices 
summarizes 19 items of information which 
the manufacturer should supply with a 
tender. In dealing with the design of these 
hoists, full consideration has been given to 
the eccentric loading of the platform. 


Rubber Safety Boots 
(BS 1870 : Part 2 : 1959) 


THIS STANDARD deals with footwear of the 
laced rubber ankle pattern and the knee 
length pattern. Each type may be made in 
either of two forms of construction: com- 
pounded rubber latex or calendered sheet 
rubber compound.

Structural Timber Measurement of 
Characteristics Affecting Strength : 
Part I: Softwood (BS 1860: 
Part I: 1959) 


THIS REVISED publication provides 
methods of measuring the physical 
characteristics of softwood used for struc- 
tural purppses in building, e.g. for floor 
and ceiling joists and for roof construction. 
It specifies no test limits apart from the 
overall dimensions of the members. 

In the course of revision the Standard, 
price 4s. 6d., has been made more general 
in application by the removal of references 
to stress-graded timber; and different allow- 
ances for reduction in size by surfacing are 
now specified for timber imported from 
Canada already surfaced, and for timber 
machines in the UK. A table provides for 
the further reductions which are permissible 
to take account of drying shrinkage after 
surfacing. The sizes of softwood which are 
normally available are listed in an appendix. 

The methods given in the previous edition 
for determining moisture content and rate 
of growth, measurement of checks and 
shakes, and slope of grain, knots and wane 
are virtually unchanged. 


Tarmacadam and Tar Carpets 
(Gravel Aggregates) 
(BS 1241 : 1959) 


Tuts new publication reflects the experi- 
ence of the last fourteen years, when BS 1241 
was first introduced. The specification for the 
gravel aggregates, the gradings for the 14 in. 
base and single courses and the } in. and 4 in. 
wearing courses have been elaborated and 
tightened up. A j in. base course and a } in 
wearing course have been added. Binder 
contents and viscosities have been modified, 
and different mixing temperatures are now 
specified for three viscosity ranges. Minimum 
rolling temperatures are also given. The data 
on ‘recommendations for laying’ have been 
amended and brought into line with those 
of related BS. In particular, detailed recom- 
mendations are tabulated for a complete 
range of types and thicknesses of construc- 
tion. 


The Use of Structural Steel in 
Building 
(BS 449 : 1959) 
(Incorporating CP 113) 
A * PUBLISHING EVENT’ of major impor- 
tance for the structural steelwork industry is 
announced by the British Standards Institu- 


tion. It is the issue of a revised BS 449, 
‘The use of structural steel in building,’ in 
corporating the parallel Code of Practice 
CP 113. 

Following the 1948 issue, the committee 
concerned decided to initiate a long-term 
programme of investigation and experimental 
research to form the basis of a major scale 
revision of the standard. Soon after, a second 
committee was constituted, under the same 
chairman, to carry out the revision of BS153, 
the standard for steel girder bridges ; and the 
results of the studies and researches under- 
taken for both committees were used in the 
two revisions. 


At a later stage, the incorporation of the 
revised standard of the Code of Practice 
CP 113 was decided upon. This Code was 
originally prepared by a committee serviced 
by the Institution of Structural Engineers and 
set up under the egis of the Council for 
Codes of Practice of the Ministry of Works, 
established in 1942. Much of the informa- 
tion contained in both BS 449 and CP. 113 
was the same and, following the transfer of 
the Codes of Practice Council from the 
Ministry of Works to the BSI, it was agreed 
that the two documents should be amalga- 
mated and issued as a single publication 
under the main reference BS 449. Price 15s. 


The basis of ‘simple design’ adopted in 
the earlier editions has been retained; but, 
as a result of the investigations carried out, 
it was found possible to modify certain 
design rules in such a way as to result in a 
more economical use of steel in the larger 
structures. Permission to use ‘ semi-rigid ’ 
and the ‘fully rigid’ methods of design is, 
however, still maintained, with the proviso 
that the limiting stresses will not exceed those 
permitted in the standard. The use of 
methods of * plastic’ design is also recog- 
nised, provided an adequate load factor is 
selected and deflections under working loads 
are not in excess of the limits specified in 
the standard. For these special methods, it 
is implied that design will be carried out by 
experts fully conversant with the principles 
involved, 

In the case of ‘ semi-rigid’ design, refer- 
ence is made to the ‘ Recommendations for 
Design’ in the final report of the Steel Struc- 
tures Research Committee 1936. As this 
report is out of print, the section on 
* Recommendations for Design’ has now 
been reprinted by permission of -HMSO. It 
is available from BSI under the reference 
PD 3343. (Price 5s.) 


Apart from alterations necessitated by 
amalgamation with CP 113, the main differ- 
ences between the present revised standard 
and the 1948 issue can be summarised as 
follows :— 


(1) An order not to restrict the applications 
of the standard to the loadings recommended 
in the Code of Practice CP 3, Ch 5,‘ Loading,’ 
the clauses in the standard for dead and 
imposed loads have been omitted, but 
reference has been made to the Code, which 
has now been amended to include also re- 
quirements for wind loads on_ unclad 
structures. 


The allowances for dynamic loading have 
been retained in the standard. 


(2) In Part 4, ‘ Design and Details of Con 
struction,’ the clauses for members subject 
to bending, axial compression and axial 
tension have been re-arranged in separate 
groups, each containing the basic information 
necessary for design. In the section on 
bending, separate tables have been added for 
the assessment of the permissible stresses in 
compression in (a) simple or compound 
beams made up of rolled sections ; (b) plate 
girders, 


(3) Data on the use of tubular members in 
building, covered by Addendum No. 1, 
PD 1736, are now embodied in the text of the 
standard. 


(4) The design clauses for welds and 
welding have been curtailed and reference 
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has been made instead to the appropriate 
British Standards. An important addition 
consists of a section, based on BS 2645, 
specifying the tests to be used for the 
approval of welders for general and special 
structural work. 


A supplement to the revised standard, now 
in course of preparation, will relate to the 
use in building of cold rolled sections in light 
gauge sheet and strip steel. 


Publications of this standard was delayed 
for some time following an important 
announcement by the heavy steel industries 
to the effect that the specified yield stresses 
for mild steel in normal use in structures 
had been increased in certain thicknesses by 
a maximum of 5 per cent. It was, therefore, 
decided to carry out all alterations to the 
tables of permissible stresses and all conse- 
quential amendments in text made necessary 
by the change in yield stress. The revised 
BS 449 has thus been brought up to date 
with regard to the properties of the mild 
steels mostly used in structures. A similar 
change has been made in one of the grades 
of steel tubing recommended for tubular 
structures. Corresponding changes for the 
steels specified in BS 153, ‘Steel girder 
bridges,’ will be the subject of a comprehen- 
sive amendment to be issued shortly. 


WC Flushing Cisterns 
(BS 1125 : 1959) 

Tuts British Standard, price 4s. 6d., has 
been revised in order to allow the adoption 
of one basic type of flushing cistern which 
can be easily modified by the manufacturer 
for high or low level operation and can be 
used with bottom entry or side entry with 
the minimum of alteration to the body of 
the cistern. 


Other revised features are: an extension 
of one inch to the projection of the lever; 
and an increase in the dead load figure for 
the strength of the chain pull. 


The maximum dimensions and the interna] 
shape are now left to the manufacturer's 
choice provided that the cisterns are wide 
enough to accommodate a BS 1212 ball 
valve when fitted with a flow of not more 
than 5 inches diameter. 


The standard provides for the purchaser 
to ask for the incorporation of a method 
of fastening the cistern back to the wall

NORTH TYNESIDE NEW TOWN? 


A New Town to accommodate the over- 
spill on north Tyneside is envisaged in a 
report of the Northumberland County Plan- 
ning Committee which was presented at a 
meeting of the County Council in Newcastle 
on August 6. The town would contain about 
17,000 houses with a shopping centre and 
open spaces. 

The council were asked to approve 
recommendations to acquire, by compulsory 
purchase if necessary, about 670 acres of 
land at north Killingworth as a site for the 
new town. The cost of the land, some of 
which is derelict and flooded, and of develop- 
ment is estimated at £420,000.

HEATING 


THE SIZE OF A NEW PRESSURE-JET OIL FIRED 
BOILER is said to be small in relation to its 
performance. It is particularly suitable for 
houses in the four- to eight-bedroom range 
and, although installation in the kitchen 
is not recommended, it could well be fitted 
in the utility room which is now often in- 
cluded in the design for a large home.

MISCELLANEOUS 

A RUST PREVENTATIVE for the inside of 
water tanks of 100 to 1,500 gallons’ capacity 
has been evolved using a solid anodic metal 
unit, It is easily installed and the tank need 
not be emptied or put out of action.

ROOFING 

WITH SYSTEMS OF BUILT-UP BITUMEN ROOF-

TRANSPORT 


THE TRANSPORT OF CEMENT in bulk has 
been encouraged by British Railways since, in 
1957, they developed a special wagon known 
as the ‘Presflo” to carry 20 tons of bulk 
cement. There are today some 1,126 of 
these wagons in use, of which 900 regularly 
carry cement. Now, with the construction 
of two road motors, the North Eastern 
Region have introduced a special road de- 
livery service to link up with the transport 
of cement by rail. 

The ‘Presflo” wagon is pressurised and 
‘he cement blown through a 4-in. diameter 
flexible pipe into an all welded cylindrical 
tank, mounted on the road vehicle, at the 
rate of one ton a minute. At the plant 
receiving the cement, the load is discharged 
by means of compressed air supplied 
through a specially designed jet at the rear 
of the tank assisted by tipping mechanism 
which can manipulate the tank itself. Again 
transfer may be at the rate of one ton a 
minute, although this is dependent to some 
extent on site conditions, the length of pip- 
ing through which the cement has to pass 
and the height of the site relative to ground 
level. At the moment this system is being 
operated in the Leeds area. (Illustration.)

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—Five major 
educational centres are to be built in the 
Dominican Republic cities of Ciudad 
Trujillo, Santiago, Neiba and Puerto Plata. 
The cost is put at $2,500,000. 


HONG KONG.—Messrs. Binnie, Deacon 
& Gourley, London consulting engineers, 
have reported that, as a result of a pre- 
liminary investigation, Plover Cove, a 2,700 
acre inlet of Tolo Harbour, can be converted 
into a fresh water lake.

There will be two pumping 
stations, a filtration plant and a $60 million 
distribution network in addition to the cost 
of the reservoir. . . . Along with the Plover

the feasibility and costs of using nuclear 
power to distill sea water. The 
Government has made a new announce- 
ment on the question of spanning Victoria 
harbour with a bridge. The Harriman

COLONIAL DEVELOPMENT 
Grants for Building 


‘SSUES made in the last financial year 

under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Acts have brought the total over 
the past thirteen years to £174,988,967. Of 
this, £160,510,172 was for development and 
welfare, and £14,478,795 for research. 

Issues for development projects in the 
oversea territories made by the United 
Kingdom Government during the year ended 
March 31, 1959, reached a total of 
£17,595,000, with a further £1,224,000 for 
research. These figures are given in the 
annual Return of Schemes made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
(House of Conimons Paper No 240, HMSO, 


price 2s.). 


Improving Communications 


During the year under review grants 
approved included £3,479,400 for communi- 
cations, of which £2,555,426 was for develop- 
ment of roads. Civil aviation benefited to 
the extent of £458,530, and £463,884 went 
to ports, harbours and water transport. 
Grants totalling £1,399,407 were approved 
for agricultural and veterinary schemes and 
a further £467,921 for irrigation and drainage. 

In the field of education, grants for primary 
and secondary education amounted to 
£1,829,085, with £805,520 for technical and 
vocational education, and £1,387,063 for 
higher education. Medical and health ser- 
vices received grants totalling £1,594,431. 
Other totals included £938,302 for schemes 
for water supplies and sanitation. 

Among grants approved for Uganda were 
£334,687 for the construction of Mulago 
Hospital ; £113,318 for the University Col- 
lege of East Africa, Makerere ; and £218,190 
for major road improvements. Grants to 
Tanganyika included supplementary provi- 
sion of £165,722 for water development and 
irrigation, and £204,885 for the Mbarali pilot 
irrigation scheme. 

In Northern Rhodesia £350,000 was made 
available for buildings for the development 
of African education, and £209,600 for the 
development of communications in Northern 
and Luapula Provinces. For the Northern 
Region of Nigeria there was £373,333 for the 
development of rural water supplies. Grants 
totalling £257,195 were approved for Fourah 
Bay College, Sierra Leone. Provision for 
trunk roads in Mauritius accounted for 
£507,500. In the West Indies, grants for 
primary and post-primary school buildings 
in Jamaica totalled £355,500; and £408,190 
for the University College of the West Indies. 

Construction of the airfield at Melville 
Hall, Dominica, was assisted by the alloca- 
tion of £200,000. In the Far East grants 
included £284,900 for the construction of 
a wharf and river wall at Kuching port.

The plans for the houses were approved at a 
sitting of the local Dean of Guild Court 
recently. The Aberdour-road scheme will 
ultimately house a population of around 
1,200. 

Plans submitted by the Esso Petroleum Co. 
for the erection of a petrol filling and ser- 
vice station at Rumblingwell at a cost of 
£11,250 were also approved. 


Dundee Housing Scheme 

Deraits oF the Menzieshill housing 
scheme which will occupy a 201 acre site, 
and which will be Dundee’s largest with a 
total of 3,459 homes, were given by the City 
Architect, Mr. Robert Dron, ARIBA, to the 
city housing committee on August 24. The 
plan will include 15-storey flats, one second- 
ary and four junior schools; seven nursery 
schools; three churches, and a central pedes- 
trian shopping area which may be developed 
privately. 

The site which overlooks the Tay estuary, 
extends westward from the private develop- 
ment at Elmwood-road and Charleston-drive 
to the city boundary, The approval of the 
Scottish Secretary has still to be obtained 
for part of the project. 


Scottish Brick Shortage 

Tue ScottisH brick position continues to 
be difficult with little prospect of improve- 
ment while weather remains open, and 
building pressure continues at its present 
level. Since June of this year few brick- 
works have had any stops and have been 
working flat out to meet trade demands. 
Allocations have been necessary, and still 
apply. Brickworks see the weather as the 
controlling factor and regard the long, dry 
summer as the principal factor in the present 
situation. Given wet weather over any 
considerable period, the present shortage 
could quickly be wiped out and arrears made 
good. This is a scant consolation to the 
builders awaiting bricks, but from the brick- 
work viewpoint it is the most obvious source 
of relief in an admittedly difficult position.
